“That’s the letter”, concluded Mr. 
Chaillaux. 
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MEMBER of the Committee then 
asked him: “That was the only 
contact you ever had with him?”

Mr. Chaillaux may have forgot- 
ten that less than two months be- 
fore this testimony was given, he 
had called at my office in Wichita 
and sat across the desk from me, 
for a very interesting conversation, 
in which we canvassed together 
the dangers of Fascism, Commun- 
ism and other subversive move- 
ments, now boring at the founda- 
tions of the American social order. 


Mr. Chaillaux next placed in the 
record, a letter which he had been forc- 
ed, under Jewish pressure, to write me 
about eight months prior to the per- 
sonal visit at my office. The succinct 
part of this communication, dated No- 
vember 22, 1937, is as follows: 


“I was astonished a few days ago 
when it was called to my attention that 
you were using my letter of April 14, 
1937 to give the impression to various 
groups, before which you were speak- 
ing or seeking an opportunity to speak, 
that National Headquarters of The 
American Legion or myself as an indi- 
vidual had commended you for some 
of your addresses. This letter was in 
nowise intended to serve such a public 
purpose, nor was it one of approval of 
things which you have said in the past 
or might say in the future. ... 


“Will you be good enough to refrain 
from using my letter as a recommenda- 
tion of the things you may say?” 


There is a most interesting story of 
duplicity and intrigue behind the fore- 
going letter, which compares favorably 
with the usual line of smear articles 
and Winchell broadcasts, that have been 
released during recent months. I has- 
ten to remark, however, that Mr. Chail- 
laux was in no way responsible for the 
deception which lead up to the writing 
of this letter, but through a combina- 
tion of circumstances (to use his own 
— he found himself “on the

Following the usual procedure of try- 
ing to secure duped or “bought” Prot- 
estant preachers, to front for them, 
one of the Jews approached the Chap- 
lain of the Kansas Legion — a Pres- 
byterian, and asked him to publicly de- 
nounce me. 


Before allowing himself to be influ- 
enced by the “7 this Pastor de- 
cided to make his own investigation.

Kansas a short time before, he sent a 
letter of inquiry to the Commander of 
that Post and received in return, the 
following telegram: “You will make no 
mistake sponsoring Winrod versus 
Communism. Letter with complete in- 
formation follows today.” 


A commendatory letter followed, 
signed by the Legion Commander, the 
Adjutant, the Past Commander, every 
Minister of the Ministerial Association, 
and a bank president. All this was 
done without my knowledge. 


, The next day, a Minister called Wich- 
ita by long distance telephone and re- 
quested my secretary to send any perti- 
nent material that might be on hands, 
to the State Chaplain of the Legion, 
who as stated, was in the act of making 
an inquiry. Among other things, the 
letter of April 14, 1987 from Chaillaux 
was included. 

The Pastors, where I was originally 
booked to speak were finally denied the 
use of the Auditorium, the rally was 
cancelled, and, as far as I knew, the 
incident was closed. The Communist 
forces had won; the Christians had 
lost! 
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Bu about two weeks later, a Jewish 
-2 member of the Kiwanis Club of that 
city, succeeded in getting an invitation 
issued to “Rev.” L. M. Birkhead of 
Kansas City, to come for a luncheon 
speech. Winrod became the chief topic 
of discussion at the meeting! Birkhead, 
a@ man of numerous Communistic con- 
tacts, indulged in the usual lingo, 
charging me with being a Fascist, etc.! 


The State Chaplain, who had made 
the personal investigation, happened to 
be present. At the close of the talk, 
he rose to his feet and said the fol- 
lewing words before the Kiwanis Club: 


“Rev. Birkhead, I am Chairman of 
the Americanism Committee of the 
local Post of the American Legion, I 
am also Chaplain of the Department of 
Kansas, American Legion. I have at 
home a letter from the Peabody Post 
of the American Legion endorsing Win- 
rod. I have also in my possession a 
photostatic copy of a letter from H. L. 
Chaillaux to Winrod which is very com- 
plimentary to Winrod. 

“Now Rev. Birkhead, if what you 
say concerning Winrod is true then 
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these boys in the American Legion are 
all wrong and I weuld like to have 
proof of your statements, that I might 
correct this condition in the American 
Legion.” 


According to the story, Birkhead 
fumbled through the papers lying on 
the table before him and showed sev- 
eral which he said were proof of his 
statements, but he did not read the 
proof to the audience. 


The Chaplain’s remark that he had 
in his possession a copy of the Chail- 
laux letter, commending me for my 
stand against Communism, was suf- 
ficient to start engines of Jewish prop- 
aganda going, in many parts of the 
Country, against Mr. Chaillaux. It 
was then, that he found himself “on 
the spot”, 
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é bee ~ Anti-Defamation League of the 
B’nai B'rith, took the mattér up 
immediately, and began working behind 
the scenes through their Chicago of- 
fices. The heat was turned on Mr. 
Chaillaux from many different direc- 
tions. A meeting of Jews was called 
a few days later, at the Indianapolis

Back in 1927 he performed the wide- 
ly publicized companionate marriage 
“ceremony” for Mr. and Mrs. E. Halde- 
man-Julius, when they turned their 
daughter over to a young man. Halde- 
man-Julius is the well-known Jewish 
publisher of Atheistic-Communistic-Sex 
literature; he specializes in fighting 
Protestants and Catholics. Both Birk- 
head and William Allen White are close 
friends of Haldeman-Julius. 
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UFFICIENT has been written to 
show the background of the Chail- 
laux testimony as given to the Dies 
Committee; at the same time, these dis- 
closures will illustrate something of 
the artificial methods used in cresting 
waves of propaganda against those who 
are engaged in opposing alien isms.

mentals of Americanism, to get a 
square deal in a public way. 


The despoilers, on the other hand, 
are becoming frantic as they realize 
that a reaction is gathering momentum 
against them. They do not wish to be 
disturbed in the misuse of power. They 
have ruled with an iron hand for many 
years, and are becoming desperate in 
the face of the present challenge. 


So, this hour finds them willing to 
resort to any scheme, ready to buy any 
“front” that will sell out, prepared to 
circulate any lie, ready to launch any 
kind of an attack — that promises to 
prolong the reign of their cruel system 
of invisible government.

NOt long ago I received through 

the mail a book dealing with 
the destiny of Israel. The author, 
a fundamental Christian, con- 
demns anti-Semitism. 


Yet, he calls upon his readers to face 
truth and facts. He refuses to con- 
done the international Jew for his wick- 
edness. 


One of the facts which we must face, 
has been clearly formulated by the 
Jewish writer Gurland, in his book In 
Two Worlds. (A German edition of 
this book was published several years 
before the rise of National Socialism 
in Germany.) 


Mr. Gurland says on page 239: “The 
sole tie which holds together the scat- 
tered Israel, all over the world, is as I 
see it, our opposition to Christianity! 
Both the Talmud and the whole of He- 
brew literature, is based upon a hostile 
attitude toward the Christian religion.” 


Gurland is by no means a bedfellow 
of the apostate international Jew who 
controls the purse strings of the world. 
With a trembling heart he queries: 
“Did we err, after all? Was Christ 
the Messiah? Can it be that He was 
the Friend of Israel . . . our Saviour?” 


I thought of this unhappy child of 
Israel, in the act of seeking a Saviour, 
when I sat down to give The Defender 
Family additional information about 
the suffering of faithful Christians in 
my native land — Russia. It is im- 
possible to consider the international 
threat of Communism, without con- 
sidering the international Jewish prob- 
lem. They are inseparably related. 


With Jewry firmly in control of So- 
viet Russia, Christians in that part of 
the world have become tortured serfs, 
at the mercy of the advance forces of 
the Antichrist. 


Recent news dispatches from Ger- 
many tell of anti-Jewish demonstrations 
on the streets of Berlin and other cities 
— expressions of resentment over the 


fact that a Jew had shot and killed an 
official of the tering | government in 
Paris. Newspapers like the Chicago 
Tribune, screamed with headlines 
“Jews Fleeing Hitler Terror”, “Ger- 
many Returns To Dark Ages’’, etc. 


A report of more than two full col- 
umns appeared in the Tribune, bearing 
a Berlin dateline of November 10th, 
written by one Sigrid Schultz. After 
giving a vivid description of the smash- 
ing of Jewish store windows in the 
larger cities, Schultz explained that: 
“Ten thousand Jews were arrested”. 
Later dispatches said that in reality, 
about 700 Jews had been taken into 
custody, in most instances as a means 
for protecting those who might have 
otherwise suffered at the hands of in- 
furiated mobs. 


But as a Russian, I am amazed that 
such a newspaper furore should be cre- 
ated over the smashing of a few Jew- 
ish store windows in Germany, while 
little or nothing is said about the thou- 
sands of followers of Christ in Russia, 
who are right now languishing in pri- 
son camps, dying slow deaths in ice 
deserts, or being given the outright 
sentence of death, for no crime except 
that they are Christian believers. 


Can it be that Jewish financial in- 
terests have a strangle hold grip on 
press and radio channels, while Chris- 
tians enjoy no such privileges? Can 
this be the reason why the cause, of 
Russia’s bleeding saints, is not being 
pleaded before the bar of public opin- 
ion here in the United States? 


Exterminating the Faithful 


Further on we shall see what it 
means, from the viewpoint of econom- 
ics, to be a Collectivized serf under 
Communism. Yet, woe to those who 
persist in remaining faithful to Je- 
sus Christ! Soviet officials are invent- 
ing the most ingenious methods for in- 
tensifying all avenues of religious per- 
secution.

Russian Women Doing the Work of Horses 





Let us give thought to a few news 
items from the red press of Russia! 


“The Metropolit (a church title) 
Cyrill of the city of Kazan has been 
imprisoned for two years. Priests of 
his parish who came to pay him a visit 
have been seized and banished to Si- 
beria.” 


“All Soviet Trade Unions have re- 
ceived orders to participate more ac- 
tively in the anti-religious drive.” 


A Siberian Soviet paper says that 
in several of the larger cities of Si- 
beria, 200 priests have recently been 
imprisoned. These unfortunate clergy- 
men were robbed of their homes and 
congregations before being sent into 
exile. Now they are destined to rot 
in Soviet prisons. 


The official magazine Antireligioznik 
(“The Anti-Religious”) calls for an all- 
around mobilization of Soviet institu- 
tions and organizations in a sweeping 
nation-wide drive against religion. Ac- 
cording to this magazine, the Jewish 
head of the anti-religious forces of the 
Third Communist International, Yaro- 
slavsky, succeeded in closing no less 
than 612 churches during the first half 
of this year. 

There are no indications that Jew- 
ish Communism expects to cease per- 
secuting Christians in the least. As a 
matter of fact, the Moscow officials 
feel that their Litvinoff-Finkelstein, an 
honorary member of the Militant God- 
less Association, has entrenched him- 
self so firmly with the democracies of 
the world, that they have even discard- 
ed the usual lying pretense of claiming 


- that “religious liberty” exists in my 


native land. 

A nation-wide anti-religious drive 
was openly included as a part of the 
third Five-Year-Plan, which is to last 
from 1988 to 1948. And this in spite 
of the fact that just a few months ago 
the world hailed Stalin’s so-called “Con- 
stitution” as a great “democratic 
achievement” which guaranteed reli- 
gious freedom to all the people of Rus- 
sia! 

Here are some of the things that 
the most recent official Five-Year-Plan 
proposes to accomplish: 

1. All convents, churches and mos- 
ques which are a hundred or more years 
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old, are to be torn down, because “they 
are a menace to public safety”. (People 
will not be permitted to repair them, 
or to build new ones to replace these 
old places of worship.) Buildings of 
special historical or architectural value 
may be spared, if permission is secur- 
ed from the highest authorities in Mos- 
cow. 


2. The end of the third Five-Year- 
Plan will coincide with the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of Bolshevism in Rus- 
sia. The head of the Third Interna- 
tional, Dimitrov, announced before the 
Congress of the Militant Godless Asso- 
ciation THAT BY THAT TIME 150 
MILLION OF RUSSIA’S 180 MIL- 
LION POPULATION MUST BE 
ATHEISTS. 


“These 150 millions’, he declared, 
“are then to undermine faith beyond 
the borders of Soviet Russia — in the 
East, the West, the North and the 
South, so that there, too, religion will 
pone: ag figure as protector of human 
souls. 


Death, Prison and Hunger 


In addition ‘to the above program, 
the Executive Committee of the Third 
International ordered a merger of all 
Communist Parties among the colored 
races of the world, for the purpose of 
undermining and completely destroying, 
the influence of Christian preachers 
and missionaries. These instructions, 
which were issued specifically for the 
purpose of taking God out of the lives 
of negro peoples, read as follows: 


1. World-wide anti-religious propa- 
ganda through lectures, illustrated pub- 
lications and radio. 


2. Organization of anti-religious cells 
among colored young people. 


8. Subtle and insinuating incrimina- 
tions of missionaries; boycott of those 
negroes who are baptized. 


4. Regularly conducted public meet- 
ings to fight religion among negro peo- 
ple. These meetings are to proclaim a 
universal slogan: “Christ does not feed 
you — yet Marxism does.” (Note that 
no religion other than that of Christ 
is referred to, and that the word 
“Marxism” is used instead of “Com- 
munism”’,) 

Now I shall quote from a letter that 


recently escaped censorship, written by 
a Christian family, living in Russia. 


“There is still scarcity of food. We 
have no cow, no goat. Our breakfasts 
and dinners consist of ‘coffee’ made 
of barley and bread. And yet, how rich

“Many have been arrested here and 
many were sentenced to death. In 
the village of (name of town withheld 
to protect writer of letter) alone seven 
of our number were condemned to die. 
For what reasons? We do not know. 
They somehow attracted the attention 
of those in authority. Through ter- 
rible ordeals called examinations, not 
less than 82 in number, some lasting 
as long as 32 hours without interrup- 
tion, they finally gave up and confess- 
ed to absurd accusations. Our much 
loved old men, T.R., S.Y., and Q.X., 
seem to be protected by their age, oth- 
erwise they also would probably have 
been compelled to confess to some such 
false charges. 


“Bishop (name withheld) is again at 
(name withheld). He has been ap- 
pointed stable boy and watchman over 
six horses ... Well, he is often troub- 
led in his soul because he does not 
dare attempt to do religious work. In 
great discouragement he compares him- 
self with the unprofitable servant who 
hid his talent in the earth, and he 
says: ‘Lord, Thou knowest all things, 
Thou knowest that I love Thee.’ 


“How do we live? There is a great 
change as regards the manner of life 
of people in general. To think of mor- 
al conditions among our people is 
enough for tears. Piety, honesty, mor- 
ality have taken wing.” 


My people have been levelled with 
the iron hand of internationalism; all 
their patriotism, morals and religion 
are being taken from them. May God 
save America from this unspeakable 
curse! I look back and wonder what 
it was that caused the Russian peo- 
ple to yield themselves to the human 
devils which took control of everything 
in those fateful days of 1917. 


Collectivist Serfdom 


From other letters I learn that every 
village is rapidly becoming a “Collec- 
tive” in which every man, weman and 
child; every beast of burden, is forced 
to toil for Moscow’s. agents of World 
Finance. 


There is the Collective A. that I 
knew, in years past, as a prosperous 
village, where some 40 Christian farm- 
er families were leading peaceful lives. 
Today it is a typical Collective farm. 


All property has been confiscated. 
The people are now owned by the gov- 
ernment. They work, eat and sleep by 
official regulations, as though they 
lived in a military barrack. 


“A great deal of building is to be at- 
tempted this spring”, the writer re- 
ports, “but there is no building ma- 
terial to be had. We tried to get some 
lumber from the town T., but they 
wouldn’t sell it to us, unless we paid 
with grain. And that we do not have. 
So, in order to build in accordance with 
the ‘plans’, the existing structures are 
being torn down. The material, some 
of it very old, is to be used for the 
new buildings.” 


When the buildings are complete they 
will belong to the State rather than 
the people who erect them. The crops 
when harvested, belong to the State. 
The word “State” is another way of 
saying, the handful of Moscow rulers 
who control the people by means of the 
secret police. 


“We are over-burdened with work 
from early ’till late at night. The pay 
consists of ‘credit units’ which are writ- 
ten into our personal accounts at the 
office of the Collective. Only at the 
end of the year can one find out how 
much he earns. Last year — after 
all deductions had been made and the

government had taken its share, we got 
a pay of 32 Kopeks for each full work- 
ing day. Quite an amount, isn’t it? 
(This is less than 10 cents.) 


“What depresses us more than any- 
thing else is that for several years we 
have not heard any sermons. No re- 
ligious songs can be heard any more. 
Sundays do not exist. Churches and 
chapels have become clubs, brothels 
and theaters. In N. one of the Church- 
es has been wrecked, while the other 
serves as a storage room. Yes, life 
in a Collective is bitter, for a work- 
ing man. I have become a slave.” 


3,000 Days of Work to Own a Radio 


Communist propagandists are tell- 
ing us much about the many improve- 
ments which the Soviet government is 
supposed to be introducing on the Col- 
lective farms. The writer of the above 
letter tells about them too! 


“Last year telephone poles were in- 
stalled on the land of several Collec- 
tives, including our own. They said 
they wanted to give us radio service, 
electric and telephone connections. Up 
to now they did not get any further 
than to have us install the poles. 


“A broadcasting station is to be set 
up at Z. There, too, radio equipment 
has been installed. It consists of ONE 
RECEIVER AND ONE _ LOUD 
SPEAKER FOR ALL, AND EACH 
MEMBER FAMILY HAD TO CON- 
TRIBUTE 32 ROUBLES FOR THE 
RADIO. There are over thirty mem- 
ber families.” 


According to the wage scale men- 
tioned in the letter, each family had 
to sacrifice not less than one hundred 
full days of labor for the “privilege” 
of having a communal radio installed. 
Radio reception is, of course, controlled 
by officials of the Collective, who are 
Communists. 


Think this over a little! The equiva- 
lent of 3,000 days of labor for a radio 
set manufactured by the Jewish-con- 
trolled Soviet industry! What a pro- 
fit, indeed! What a privilege, when a 
whole community can listen to propa- 
ganda outpourings of one loud speaker! 


And here is another Jewish swindle 
about which none of our so-called intel- 
lectuals like to talk. The world knows 


that all private property, all homes, 
have been confiscated by the Soviets. 
The members of the Collectives once 
owned the homes and the land, where 
they now live. When Stalin presséd 
them into collectivization, all this be- 
came common property. And_ then, 
about a year or so ago, the Soviets de- 
creed that the homes could be bought 
back again by members of the Collec- 
tives.

And Litvinoff-Finkelstein, that 
former robber and smuggler of arms 
and munitions, can well afford to let 
his face beam down, upon the delegates 
of “Christian” nations, assembled at the 
League of Nations in Geneva! 


Two Sacks of Potatoes 


The above illustrates the miseries of 
farm life. That the industrial worker 
of Soviet Russia, is in no better con- 
dition, we can learn from the official 
Soviet press. 


sr ois Mm the Communist paper 
Leningradskaya Pravda, published in 
the city of Leningrad, the average wag- 
es of a working man amount to 189.50 
Roubles per month. This is consider- 
ably less than the price for a poor 
quality overcoat or a suit of clothes. 


Soviet currency is not quoted on 
foreign stock exchanges, and it would 
be next to impossible to interpret the 
value of the above wages in dollars 
and cents. The rate of exchange is re- 
vised by the Soviet State Bank at will, 
and is no true indicator of the real 
value of red money. 


Fortunately the same paper quotes 
the market prices of fruits and ve 
tables for the past summer, and this 
gives us the opportunity to estimate 
accurately the value of the average 
Russian worker.

Roubles; 1 pound of potatoes 0.90; 1 
pound of carrots 0.80; 1 pound of peas 
0.60; 1 pound of apricots 3.00; 1 pound 
of raspberries 3.00; 1 pound of straw- 
berries 2.50 to 4.00 Roubles. 


Applying the above prices to the 
average wage scale, we find that a 
whole month of work on the part of 
an able bodied man is covered by: 437% 
pounds of spinach, “or 201% pounds of 
potatoes, or 236 pounds of carrots, or 
316 pounds of peas, or about 63 pounds 
of either apricots, raspberries or straw- 
berries. 


With the above list at hand, the read- 
ers of The Defender will be able to 
figure out for themselves the real wag- 
es of the Soviet serfs in the “laboring 
man’s paradise”. All one has to do is 
to multiply the local market price for 
the above products, by the number of 
pounds a Russian worker can buy with 
a month’s wages. The result consti- 
tutes the sum which the Jewish rulers 
are paying a month for labor. And 
that, after fully twenty years of sacri- 
fice and privations which the people 
had to suffer!

ARMED with indisputable truth, 

citizens are now accepting the 
bel‘ef that the young lawyers who 
draft the legislation of the New 
Deul are not sincere in their ef- 
forts to effect a solution to Ameri- 
ca’s real problems. 


On the contrary, they are accessories 
to a well-defined, well-organized con- 
spiracy which, in the ultimate, would 
annihilate the principles of democracy 
and make subservient to a group of 
“internationalists” our beloved Uncle 
Sam, who has lived now to the ripe old 
age of 150 years. 


It is alarming the progress these 
destructionists have made. Pernicious 
“boring-from-within” tactics have eat- 
en at the very vitals of our national 
life. In the political, social, and reli- 
gious realms, the structures are so rot- 
ten with disease — the malady of 
Marxism — that under the slightest 
strain, they would collapse! .. . 


In February, 1937, there appeared 
in The Defender Magazine an article 
written by the editor entitled “Philip 
Dru: Administrator.” 


The discussion dealt with a mysteri- 
ous book which was published anony- 
mously in 1911, fictional in text. It 
was the story of a young West Pointer, 
Philip Dru, who, following a bloody 
civil war, ascended to powers of dic- 
tator in the United States. The most 
amazing and significant fact of the 
book was that it profoundly parallels 
the economic and political philosophy 
of the Roosevelt New Deal. 


A Scoop 


In his expose, Dr. Winrod asserted 
the author of the mysterious book to 
have been the late Colonel E. Mandell 
House, influential figure in the Wilson 
administration. The editor declared the 
book might well be called the “Code 
Book” of the Roosevelt administration. 
It should be noted, in -passing, that he 
wrote his article prior to the death of 
the Colonel. 


Since February of 1937, from public 


rod has exposed to huge audiences, the 
strange House-Roosevelt relationship. 
The article was reprinted in pamphlet 
form and dispatched to every news- 
paper editor in America. 


“The book, Philip Dru: Administra- 
tor, is undoubtedly one of the mosf in- 
flammatory pieces of literature ever 
struck from a printing press. It anti- 
cipates a bloody civil war in the United 
States, to be followed by the establish- 
ment of a dictatorship, in which the 
American people will be reduced to a 
state of serfdom,” the Kansas editor 
wrote early in 1937. 


In a current issue of Liberty Maga- 
zine, there appeared an article entitled 
“Hidden Master of the New Deal”, 
written by Fredrick L. Collins, crack 
feature writer for the MacFadden pub- 
lication. 


The Collins’ article told of the Dru 
plot, substantiating the: claim of 
House’s authorship. The writer de- 
clared the book was the “New Deal 
Bible”. Sentence after sentence sounds 
like the Defender article of almost two 
years ago. 

The story in Liberty was given prom- 
inence proper, of an exclusive “scoop”. 


Highly probable is the fact that Lib- 
erty editors, having heard of the bold 
charges of the Kansas orator and pulpit 
statesman, found evidence worthy of an 
investigation. At least, we have here 
the paradox of a Christian periodical 
“seooping” a widely-circulated national 
magazine which retains on its staff 
highly trained, and handsomely com- 
pensated, writers and newshawks. 

A man said the other day: “They are 
stealing Dr. Winrod’s thunder.” 

It is altogether likely that men in 
high places are finding meritious 
weight in the broadsides of Christian 
preachers and journalists who have 
seen the “handwriting on the wall”. 

Commenting on the Dru book, Collins 
declared: 

“From cover to cover, if we except 
such details as the fact that the politi- 
cal revolution was achieved by blood- 


platforms over the nation, Dr. Win-shed as well as by law and by a dictator 
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instead of by a President, Philip Dru: 
Administrator was — or could have 
been — the New Deal Bible. . . . In 
other words, the conclusion seems in- 
evitable that Edward Mandell House 
was, if not the father of the New Deal, 
at least the grandfather.” 


If Roosevelt got the New Deal from 
House, where did House get it? Is 
Roosevelt controlled by the same forces 
that House represented in the days of 
Wilson ? 


Points of Similarity 


Indubitably, the New Deal program 
was written back in 1911, born in the 
occult mind of the man who has been 
called “Woodrow Wilson’s Holy Monk”, 
Dr. Winrod believes that the Brain 
Trust has taken the Dru volume as a 
textbook from the beginning. He has 
believed for years that our Country is 
in the grip of a plot. 


Dru’s_ political discussions were 
strangely referred to, in the book of 
1911, as “fireside talks”. The present 
version of disseminating political policy 
to the public, is known as “fireside 
chats” — over national radio hook-ups. 
No doubt, the Roosevelt group got the 
term from the Dru book. Let us ex- 
amine the “fireside” discussions of 
Colonel House’s fictional character 
which were emphasized by the Liberty 
writer: 

“TI shall arrange that every indigent 
person that is honest and industrious 
shall be given employment by the Fed- 
eral, State, County, or Municipal gov- 
ernment,” 

This aim of this war-period prophet 
has been realized in 1938 by Roose- 
velt’s PWA and WPA and the giant 
relief set-up. 


“It shall in the future be unlawful 
for any employer of labor to require 
more than eight hours work a day, and. 
then only for six days a week.. ..I 
wish it also understood that an ad 
quate wage must be paid for labor. 
Labor is no longer to be classed as an 
inert commodity to be bought and sold 
by the law of supply and demand.”

“Our Constitution and our laws serv- 
ed us well for the first hundred years 


of our existence, but under the condi- 
tions of today they are not only obso- 
lete, but even grotesque.” 


Where have we heard that before? 
To be sure, our President referred to 
the Constitution as a relic of the “horse 
and buggy” era. He was using the 
language of Philip Dru. 

“The Supreme Court is ever present 
with its Damoclean sword. It is nearly 
impossible for the desires of our people 
to find expression into law.” 


Of course, THE COURT PACKING 
PLAN. 


“Once in power, one of Dru’s first 
acts was to summon five great lawyers 
and give to them the task of definin: 
powers of all courts, both State an 
Federal. Judges, both Federal and 
State, were to be appointed for life, 
subject to compulsory retirement at 
seventy.”

The Administrator 
insisted upon the prohibition of fran- 
chise to ‘holding companies.’ ” 


This is the Roosevelt plan pure and 
simple, of substituting Socialism for 
free enterprise. 


“. . . Stock, cotton, and produce ex- 
changes came under the ban of the 
Administrator’s displeasure, and he in- 
dicated his intention of reforming 
them.” 


Thus the SEC came into existence 
many years ago. 


Age-Old Scheme 


An amazing prophet, Mr. House; or 
perhaps, Mr. Roosevelt is an amazing 
and devout student!

thereof’, as provided by the Constitu- 
tion. 


Many people believe the Federal Re- 
serve is a part of the government, like 
the Postoffice department. This belief 
is entirely false. The substance with 
which we buy and sell, called money, 
is today created and controlled by pri- 
vate internationalists. 


In the year 1902, a young man dis- 
embarked from a liner in the New York 
harbor, passed through the gates of 
Ellis Isle, and quickly secured a posi- 
tion with a powerful New York Jew- 
ish banking house. In subsequent years, 
this young man became a leading mem- 
ber of this firm, the concern credited 
in the Congressional Record with hav- 
ing financed the Russian revolution. 


The young man’s name was Paul 
M. Warburg, a German Jew, who later 
proved to have been sent on an im- 
portant assignment from the House of 
Rothschild.

“Therefore the Lord himself shall 
give you a sign: Behold, a virgin shall 
conceive, and bear a son, and _ shall 
call his name Immanuel” (Isa. 7:14).

“And in the sixth month the angel 
Gabriel was sent from God unto a city 
of Galilee, named Nazareth, to a virgin 
espoused to a man whose name was 
Joseph, of the house of David; and the 
virgin’s name was Mary.

Thou shalt conceive in thy 
womb, and bring forth a son, and shalt 
call his name JESUS. -He shall be 
great, and shall be called the Son of 
the Highest: and the Lord God shall 
give unto him the throne of his father 
David: And he shall reign over the 
house of Jacob for ever; and of his 
kingdom there shall be no end” (Luke 
1:26-33).

“A Son Is Given” 


In Isaiah 9:6, we read, “For unto us 
a child is born, unto us a son is given.” 
The first statement refers to His hu- 
manity. The second, to His Deity. The 
Son could never be born, because God 
the Son always existed.

(John 1:3)

“A son is given”. This refers to His 
death on vary’s cross.

Caroling 


During this current Christmas sea- 
son, great choirs will chant hymns of 
the Nativity, mighty cathedral organs 
will thunder forth the majestic Christ- 
mas preludes, gifted singers will des- 
cribe the “shepherds watching their 
flocks by night”, Sunday- school chil- 
dren will sing of the Child in the man- 
ger, and countless young people will 
gather in groups to carol Christmas 
songs ’neath the windows of hovel and 
mansion, hospital and hut, bungalow 
and orphanage. Christmas Eve will 
witness the singing of glad songs, the 
joyous peeling of church bells, and the 
exchange of gifts, signifying the Fa- 
ther’s great Gift to us. 


The custom of caroling on Christ- 
mas Eve antedates even the Protestant 
Reformation. _ It apparently had its 
inception in France, as early as the 
fourteenth century, spreading te Ger- 
many and Switzerland, and then: ss 
to Britain. 

But shortly before the time of Mar- 
tin Luther, the celebration of Christ- 
mas as a Christian festival fell into 
disrepute. Rowdies and jesters delight- 
ed in journeying from house to house 
on Christmas Eve, parodying Christ- 
mas carols. Drunken orgies in the 
taverns mocked the rites of the Chris- 
tians’ Christmas services. Un-policed 
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streets became unsafe on Christmas 
Eve. 


Consequently, in 1644, the English 
Parliament officially forbade the ob- 
servance of Christmas as a Christian 
festival. Parallel conditions existed 
in France and Germany. Christmas 
lost its Christian significance, and be- 
came the occasion for banquetings and 
drunken revellings. 


King Charles the Second, of England, 
revived the custom of observing Christ- 
mas as a Christian celebration, but 
these observances did not take on full 
Christian significance until the latter 
part of the eighteenth century. 


Martin Luther, in Germany, was 
quick to promulgate the widespread ob- 
servance of Christmas, and he publish- 
ed a book of Christmas carols. 


"The First Noel” 

In England, credit for Christmas’ 
restoration must be given to King 
Charles the Second, Charles Dickens, 
and William Sandys. 


Sandys was born in London in 1792. 
He was quite versatile, being at vari- 
ous times a lawyer, a musician (cel- 
list) and an author. He was withal 
a fervent Christian, and his soul was 
vexed at the current heathenish 
Christmas orgies. Years of his untir- 
ing efforts finally assisted in the re- 
storation of a Christmas celebration 
that was really Christian. 


Sandys revived many of the old car- 
ols that had fallen into disrepute. He 
is credited with the revival of “The 
First Noel”, which doubtless originat- 
ed long before his time, and which is 
still deservedly popular. 


Noel is the French form of the word. 
Nowell is the English form. Its deri- 
vation is uncertain. Some authorities 
trace its origin to the Latin word no- 
vella, meaning news. Others claim that 
it is derived from the Provencal nadal, 
a corruption of the Latin word natalis, 
meaning birthday. 


“The First Noel” was first publish- 
ed in its modern form in Sandys’ 
“Christmas Carols Ancient and Mod- 
ern” in 1833. 


C. A. Miles, an American musical 
authority, aptly defines a carol as “a 
religious song less formal and solemn 
than the ordinary Church hymn, — an 
expression of popular and often naive 
devotional feeling, something intended 
to be sung outside church walls, rather 
than inside”.

Friends invited him to journey with 
them to Bethlehem to attend Christ- 
mas Eve services in the ancient Church 
of the Nativity, not far from the place 
ng the Christ-child had been cra- 


Approaching Bethlehem, the party 
passed the very fields where the shep- 
herds had been “watching their flocks 
by night” on that never-to-be-forgotten 
evening nineteen centuries ago. Soon 
they beheld the lights of the quaint 
city, the city hallowed by the name 
Bethlehem. (Bethlehem means House 
of Bread.) As Brooks feasted his eyes 
on the scene, his soul filled with joy 
and peace, and the unbidden tears rush- 
ed to his eyes. 


As midnight approached, the party 
entered the church, and worshipped at 
the ancient shrine. 


“TI remember especially on Christ- 
mas Eve”, he later wrote, “when I 
was standing in the old church at Beth- 
lehem. The whole place was ringing 
hour after hour with the splendid 
hymns of praise to God. It seemed 
as if I could hear voices telling each 
other of the wonderful night of the 
Savior’s birth.” 


He returned to his pastorate, the 
Church of the Holy Trinity, in Phila- 
delphia. 


Two years later, still impressed by 
the memories of his visit to Bethlehem, 
he wrote a Christmas poem to be used 
in the Christmas exercises of his Sun- 
day-school. A musical setting was pro- 
vided by Lewis H. Redner, who was 
organist of Brooks’ church, and super- 
intendent of the Sunday-school. The 
song was entitled “O Little Town of 


Bethlehem”. 


It was well received that first Christ- 
mas, and immediately became popular 
in Philadelphia. But its fame else- 
where spread slowly. 


Twenty-five years after it was writ- 
ten it received its first national im- 
petus by appearing in The Hymnal of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, al- 
though it had been included in a Sun- 
day-school hymnal published in Mas- 
sachusetts in 1874. 


Phillips Brooks was born in Bos- 
ton, December 13th, 1835. He grad- 
uated from Harvard and from the Epis- 
copal Theological Seminary, and was 
orlitind in 1859. Following two pas- 
torates in Philadelphia, he returned to 
Boston as pastor of the famous Trin- 
7 Church. He later became Bishop 
r+) Massachusetts. He was nationally 
recognized as one of the greatest pul- 
pit orators of his generation. 


Although remaining a bachelor all 





his life, Doctor Brooks loved children. 
He wrote several Sunday-school songs, 
but none of them has attained the world- 
wide popularity of “O Little Town of 
Bethlehem”. When he died, January 
23rd, 18938, a little five-year-old neigh- 
bor-girl exclaimed, “Oh mama, 
happy the angels will be!” 


It is interesting to note that Lewis 
H. Redner, who composed the music 
for “O Little Town of Bethlehem”, was 
also a life-long bachelor! He was born 
in Philadelphia in 1831, and died in 
Atlantic City in 1908. He was a real- 
estate operator, very wealthy, and deep- 
ly interested in Sunday-school work. 
He was also an exceptionally talented 
organist, and served several church- 
es in that capacity. 


When he assumed the superintenden- 
cy of Brooks’ Sunday-school, there 
were only thirty-six scholars. Under 
his leadership the enrollment grew to 
one thousand! 


“Silent Night” 
*Twas the night before Christmas, in 


1818. 

An Austrian priest, in a little village 
high in the Tyrolean Alps, was seated 
in his church study, or cea ao € on 
glorious thoughts concerning the birth 
of the Christ-child. Receiving a sudden 
inspiration, he seized a pen and began 
writing. ...

The following morning he hurried 
with his new poem to the home of a 
friend who was a skillful organist. 
Several days previously, the two had 
been discussing the fact that a perfect

organist gasped with delight as he 
rapidly scanned the new poem. “Friend

Mohr, you have found it, the right song, 
God be praised!” 


While Mohr waited, the organist hur- 
riedly composed a tune, the tune which 
is now universally sung to “Silent 
Night”. 

In their little country church that 
night, the two sang their new song for 
the first time. The priest, Joseph 
Mohr, sang the melody. The organist, 
Franz Gruber, sang the bass. The or- 
gan was out of commission, so Gruber 
used a guitar for accompaniment. 


The villagers were delighted. “Silent 
Night” spread from family to family 
and from village to village. Wander- 
ing minstrels carried it through Cen- 
tral Europe. 


It was first printed in 1842, twenty- 
four years after its composition. In 
1854 it was sung in a great Cathe- 
dral at Berlin, and Emperor Frederich 
Wilhelm ordered that henceforth it 
should be given first place in all Christ- 
i Its first publication in 


Sunday School Hymnal”, compiled by 
Hutchins in 1871. 


Joseph Mohr, the Catholic priest who 
wrote the words, was born in 1792, and 
died in 1848. Franz Gruber was born 
in 1787 and died in 1863. Both were 
native Austrians, 


‘Joy To The World” 


For many centuries there was great 
controversy concerning the use of hu- 
manly-composed Christian songs. The 
preponderance of ecclesiastical opinion 
insisted that church music should be 
confined to the singing of metrical ar- 
rangements of David’s Psalms. 


Martin Luther was one of the first 
to vigorously expound the theory that 
God could inspire men in this dispensa- 
tion to compose songs of worship, just 
as He inspired the Old Testament 
Psalmist. 


Isaac Watts exerted a powerful in- 
fluence in the same direction also, con- 
tending that “songs are needed which 
magnify the Christ. David’s Psalms 
were written before the coming of the 
Savior, and do not contain direct refer- 
ences to Him, other than by prophecy. 
Someone should re-write the Psalms as 
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David would have written them if he 
had been living now!” 


And Watts proceeded to do this very 
thing! In 1719 he published an edition 
of Christian songs entitled “The Psalms 
of David Imitated”. And it was in this 
edition that the hymn-poem “Joy To 
The World” first appeared! 


It was inspired in the heart of Watts 
by the latter part of the 98th Psalm. 


The tune which he expected to be 
used with “Joy To The World” is not 
definitely known. The tune now used 
throughout the world was first arrang- 
ed by Lowell Mason, and published in 
his “Modern Psalmist” in 4839. Mason 
did not claim originality for the tune. 
He ee. arranged it from a mel- 
ody which he borrowed from Handel’s 
Messiah. 


Watts was born in 1674, and died in 
1748. 


It is of interest to note that three of 
our best-loved Christmas songs were 
composed by men who were life-long 
bachelors—Watts, who wrote “Joy To 
The World”, Mohr, who wrote “Silent 
Night”, and Brooks and Redner, who 
wrote “O Little Town Of Bethlehem”! 


"Hark! The Herald Angels Sing” 


Charles Wesley wrote the poem 
“Hark! The Herald Angels Sing” in 
1739, when he was 82 years of age. It 
was published that same year in his 
“Hymns and Sacred Poems”, although 
the tune to which it was first sung is 
not now known. 


It is said that this is the only one of 
Charles Wesley’s hymns which appears 
in the Church of England’s “Book of 
Common Prayer’, although Wesley 
was a member of the Church of Eng- 
land all of his life. 


The tune to which the song is now : 


sung was first applied to it in 1855 by 
W. H. Cummings. He arranged it from 
a melody which Mendelssohn had writ- 
ten in 1840 as part of a suite of festival 
music honoring the anniversary of the 
invention of printing. 


Mendelssohn had had a “hunch” that 
the original use of his tune was to be 
superseded by a later use; for several 
years before Cummings’ adaptation, 
Mendelssohn had written, “I think that 
there ought to be other words to this 
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tune. If the right ones are hit at, I 
am sure the piece will be liked very 
much by the singers and by the hear- 
ers.” 


Since there have been so many al- 
terations and revisions of this Christ- 
mas song, it might be of interest to 
notice the original wording, as first 
written by Charles Wesley in 1789.... 


Hark, how all the welkin rings, 
“Glory to the King of Kings, 
Peace on earth, and mercy mild, 
God and sinners reconciled.” 


Joyful all ye nations rise, 

Join the triumph of the skies, 
Universal nature say 

“Christ the Lord is born today”. 


Christ, by highest heaven adored, 
Christ, the everlasting Lord, 
Late in time behold Him come, 
Offspring of a Virgin’s womb. 


Veiled in flesh, the Godhead see, 
Hail the Incarnate Deity! 

Pleased as man with men to appear, 
Jesus! our Immanuel here! 


Hail the heavenly Prince of Peace! 
Hail the Sun of Righteousness, 
Light and life to all He brings, 
Risen with healing in His wings. 


Mild He lays His glory by, 

Born, that man no more may die, 
Born, to raise the sons of earth, 
Born, to give them second birth.

*=It Came Upon The Midnight Clear” 


An Unitarian minister was responsible 
for the authorship of “It Came Upon 
The Midnight Clear”. 


His name was Edmund H. Sears, and 
he ministered for many years to con- 
gregations in Massachusetts. Later in 
life he became editor of the “Monthly 
Religious Magazine”, and published 
theological books. Although an Unita- 
rian, he believed firmly in the Divinity 
of Christ. He was born in Massachu- 
setts in 1810, and died there in 1876. 


It was in 1850 that Sears was inspir- 
ed to write the poem, “It Came Upon 
The Midnight Clear”. A few days later 
a musical setting was composed by 
Richard S. Willis. First published that 
same year, in the “Christian Register”, 
the song quickly attained popularity. 


Willis was born in Boston in 1819, 
the son of the founder of the famous 
“Youth’s Companion”. He was educated 
at Yale, and in Germany. Becoming a 
prominent journalist, he authored sever- 
al widely-circulated books, including a 
biography of Mendelssohn, with whom 
he had become acquainted in Germany. 


For some years he edited the “Musi- 
cal Times”, and later the “Musical 
World”. He wrote several books on 
church music, although “It Came Upon 
The Midnight Clear” is probably the 





been composed for “Away In A Man- 
ger”. 


Martin Luther (born 1485, died 
1546) has fittingly been called the 
“father of congregational singing”. He 
firmly believed that every Christian 
should be a “singing Christian”. He ex- 
pressed the desire that his followers 
should “read God’s Word, and speak tq 
Him in their songs”. On another occas- 
sion he wrote: “I compose sacred 
hymns, so that the Word of God may 
dwell among the people also by: means 
of songs”. The result was, that music 
became a powerful factor in the success 
of the Protestant Reformation. 


Luther wrote only two stanzas for 
“Away In A Manger”. The third stanza, 
beginning “Be near me, Lord Jesus, I 
ask Thee to stay”, was written by Dr. 
John T. McFarland in 1904, in New 
York. This information comes from 
Bishop Wm. F. Anderson, who says: 


_ “When I was secretary of the Metho- 
dist Board of Education, 1904 to 1908, 
I wanted to use ‘Away In A Manger’ 
in a Children’s Day program one year. 
It had but two stanzas. Dr. John T. 
McFarland, then secretary of our Board 
of Sunday Schools, was my near neigh- 
bor. I asked him to write a third stan- 
za. He went to his office, and within 
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an hour brought me the stanza be- 
ginning ‘Be near me, Lord Jesus, I 
ask Thee to stay’.” 








“O Come All Ye Faithful” 


It is impossible to trace the author- 
ship of the original Latin poem from 
which “O Come All Ye Faithful” has 
been translated. 

Adeste fidelis, Laeti triumphantes, 

Venite, venite in Bethlehem. 

Natum videte, Regem Angelorum, 

Venite adoremus Dominum. 


Records indicate that this hymn was 
known both in Germany and France as 
early as the latter part of the seven- 
teenth century, although neither the 
author nor the country of its origination 
is known. 


There have been more than forty 
translations of “Adeste Fidelis” into 
the English language, at various times. 
Catholics throughout the world gener- 
ally use the translation made in 1841 
by Canon Oakley, beginning “Ye faith- 
ful, approach ye”. 


The Protestant translation, “O come 
all ye faithful, joyful and triumphant”,

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only successful song, in general use to- 
day, to which he composed music. He 
died in Detroit in 1900. 

“Away In a Manger” 


“Away In A Manger” was composed 
408 years ago, in 1530! 

And it is unique, among Christmas 
songs, in that both the words and music 
were written by the same man—Martin 
Luther! It is believed to have been 
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Several more recent musical settings 
have been provided, but Luther’s own 
408-year-old tune does not seem to be 
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reverse is true! It is probable that the 
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ten during this approaching Christmas 
season, than any other tune which has 
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apparently first appeared in “Murray’s 
Hymnal” in 1852. 

The melody is of as uncertain origin 
as the words. It is known as “The 


Portuguese Hymn”, and is the same - 


tune that is often used with the words 
“How Firm A Foundation”. 

For many generations there were two 
stories in circulation, concerning the 
origin of this melody. But in recent 
years both of these theories have been 
“exploded”, and we are today utterly 
“in the dark” regarding its origination. 


All that is definitely known is that a 
manuscript has been found, written in 
1751, containing this melody. The 
manuscript was by John Wade, and the 
melody has often been ascribed to him. 
But it has been proven that he was an 
itinerant music copyist who had been 
engaged to write down tunes which al- 
ready were in current use. Therefore 
it is safe to say that its origination pre- 
dated 1751 by a good many years. 


The first story was that the tune had 
been composed by John Reading, an 
English organist, early in the 18th 
century. is claim was based on the 
fact that in Novello’s “Home Music” 
(London, 1843), the tune is credited 
thus: “Air of Reading, 1680”. But re- 
cent diligent research has proven that 
Reading was fond of the melody, and 

layed it often, but that he had learned 
it from someone else. 


The second story is that it was writ- 
ten by Marcos Antonio de Fonesca, who 
was also known as “Marcos Portugal- 
lo”, or “Il Portugallo” — a prominent 
choirmaster in the court of the King 
of Portugal. But Fonesca was born 
in 1762, and it has been proven that 
the melody was in existence long be- 
fore that time. 


And there is no apparent reason why 
the melody should universally be known 
as the “Portuguese Hymn”, when there 
is nothing Portuguese about it. 


Novello’s “Home Music” (previous- 
ly referred to in this article) contained 
the following note: 


“Adeste Fidelis obtained the name 
of the ‘Portuguese Hymn’ from its hav- 
ing been heard by the Duke of Leeds 
at the Portuguese Chapel (in London), 
and he imagined it to be peculiar to 
the services in Portugal. Being a di- 
rector of the ‘Ancient Concerts’, the 
Duke introduced the melody there, and 
it speedily became popular under the 
title he had given it, ‘Portuguese 
Hymn’.” 

Thus having sifted the evidence, we 
find that we are completely “in the 
dark” as to the origination of “O Come 
All Ye Faithful”. But that fact will 
not prevent hundreds of thousands of 
Christians throughout the world from 
ro’. this glorious song in Christ- 
mas worship during the present season! 
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MOUNTING indignation at the

Hollywood moguls can turn smear 
guns on a person or group of persons 
and over night, discredit and ridicule 
those who possess the fortitude to 
“Shout from the house tops” the utter 
filth and rottenness of modern motion 
pictures. 

This billion-dollar “big business” 
tolerates no opposition. Our chief 
mediums of expression, newspaper and 
radio, are made subservient by the mil- 
lions of dollars poured into their coffers 
each year by the industry. 


Dr. Rice Writes A Book 
Church members are often ardent 
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fans of the Gables, the Loys, the 
Garbos, and the Barrymores, and would 
profoundly resent a denunciation of 
their celluloid idols. 


A colorful leader in this fight is John 
R. Rice, D. D., of Texas, editor and 
eminent Baptist preacher, who has re- 
cently written a book exposing the cor- 
rupt practices of the motion picture in- 
dustry and establishing the “wrong” of 
movies in relation to Christian youth. 


Rice’s book, “What Is Wrong with 
the Movies,” is a literal bombshell, con- 
taining astonishing allegations which 
tend to discredit the claim of “creative 
art” by the Hollywood publicist. 


To make such charges, one would 
have to have concrete evidence, not 
mere assumption. Rice, in his book, 
largely uses evidence from the findings 
of a group of scientists who spent four 
years classifying and analyzing 1500 
pictures. This group, known as the 
Motion Picture Research Council, head- 
ed by university presidents, approached 
the subject with an unbiased viewpoint. 
A considerable amount of money was 
spent in their survey, the purpose of 
which was to conduct a_ detailed, 
scientific, and educational investigation 
to determine the effect of pictures up- 
on the minds and morals of children 
and young people. 

The book embraces an impassionate 
plea to youth of America to beware 
of the hypnotic powers of. “Baby- 
lonian” enemies of righteousness. To 
a large degree, it deals with havoc 
wrought in the lives of youth who wor- 
ship at the shrine of the silver screen. 

What greater evidence would public 
opinion demand than the ruined lives 
and souls of our boys and girls? 

Modern theater palaces are indeed 
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shrines for worship. The industry has 
constructed great and beautiful edifices 
to the god of Lust, attracting in 
throngs, youth to worship at the feet 
of preachers who propagate a “gospel” 
of promiscuity, nudity, crime, violence, 
adultery, and divorce. This is the con- 
clusion drawn from the labors of these 
scientists, whom Dr. Rice quotes. 


If young people would re-enact in 
the home, scenes they witness in cur- 
rent motion pictures, a melodramatic 
session would be held forthwith in the 
basement with father playing a de- 
cidedly leading part. 


In a recent production of “Boy Meets 
Girl,” the story deals with an ultra- 
dumb waitress who gave birth to an 
illegitimate child which was glorified 
in the script as the “all-American 
baby”. 

To be brutally frank, one would 
think that Hollywood producers were 
flirting with the patronage of perverts 
and morons instead of moral, sound- 
thinking American citizens. 


Greedy Financiers In Power 

A more sinister aspect dominates the 
situation. Of late, out of Hollywood 
have come motion pictures tainted with 
the Communistic philosophy of class 
hatred and revolution. Most notable 
among this series of radical pictures are 
“Black Fury,” “They Won’t Forget,” 
and “You Can’t Take It With You”. 
The latter is the screen adaptation of 
the much-acclaimed Broadway stage 
play, the authors of whom were two 
Jewish playrights, George Kaufman 
and Moss Hart. Kaufman is regarded 
as the “high-priest” of the theater. 


It has been reported certain celluloid 
moguls are dickering for the screen 
rights to “Tobacco Road”, a dirty play, 
revolutionary in character, insulting to 
the Southland, which has been banned 
in many cities and states because of its 
obscene lines. Hollywood revels in 
“panning” the illiteracy of the South 
and burlesquing deep-rooted Southern 
traditions. 


In the opinion of this reviewer, the 
present trend presents a real menace. 
The screen play is a powerful stimulant 
to the emotions. Subtle lines in the 
mouths of very convincing actors, spo- 
ken in distorted settings, have _the ef- 
fect of creating a reaction in mob 
psychology, much sought after by 
Hollywood planners. 
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It is profoundly significant that in 
European countries where dictators 
have ascended to power, their first act 
was to control the picture industry 
which, in the opinion of these experts 
on propaganda, is an effective medium 
for “educating” the masses. 


Right thinking people are given the 
choice as to what shall be paraded on 
the silver screen. The Will Hays of- 
fice is merely a “front” — a sham. The 
American people are at the mercy of 
greedy, unscrupulous Jewish financiers 
who have a monopoly on the industry. 


Millions Pay Daily Tribute 


That movies are an influential fac- 
tor in American life is indicated by the 
fact that seventy-seven million people 
attend cinema palaces each week. This 
has been ascertained by the Motion 
Picture Research Council. This star- 
tling fact constitutes the introductory 
remark in John R. Rice’s book, “What 
is Wrong with the Movies?” 


“Only the Bible and the Koran have 
an indisputably larger circulation than 
that of the latest film from Holly- 
wood,” a British Commission on film 
life declared recently. 


A comparison is made between the 
influence of the Sunday School and the 
Movie Industry: The World’s Sunday 
School Convention, held in 1986 at 
Oslo, Norway, reported there were a 
little more than thirty-seven million 
people enrolled in Sunday Schools the 
world around. The report further stat- 
ed that of this number, twenty-one 
million people attend Sunday Schools 
in America fairly regularly. Dr. Rice 
places the figure at nineteen million, 
stating he is liberal in this estimate. 


Dr. Rice further points out that 
people spend an average of one 
hour in a Sunday School; but in 
the theater, they spend an average 


of two hours. America, then, 
spends eight times as many hours 
a week in a show house as in a 
Sunday School. 


This astonishing record establishes 
the motion picture industry as the most 
powerful agency in modern life, with 
the exception of the home and school. 
If the latter two indorse movies and 
encourage attendance, they lose their 
influence, and moviedom rules supreme! 


The tragedy of this situation, the 
Author points out, is that the movies 
take over the education of youth in so- 
cial realms when youth is easily molded, 
plastic, impressionable. 

In the introductory remark, the 
Author announces, “What I Intend to 
Prove” and states frankly that the 
pages of the book will definitely es- 
tablish that commercial motion pictures 
are an unmitigated curse; glorifies im- 
purity.as love; pictures murder as en- 
tertainment, exalts nakedness and in- 
decency as beauty; shows drinking, 
divorce, revelling, gambling, revenge, 
and gun fights as proper and legitimate. 


Movies not only ruin morals but they 
destroy the spiritual influence of Chris- 
tianity, according to this militant 
crusader for righteousness. They be- 
fog and debauch plastic minds of chil- 
dren with fanciful unrealism; ignite 
lust among young people; and harden 
the hearts of sinners. They point out

In Chicago, 
reputedly not a Sunday School town, 
the Censorship Board was forced some- 
time ago to eliminate from 188 pictures, 
1,811 scenes of assault with guns with 
intent to kill, 175 scenes of assault with 
knives, 231 scenes of hanging, 757 
scenes of attacks on women for im- 
moral purposes, 929 scenes of nudity 
and semi-nudity, 21 scenes of jail- 
breaking. 


The Los Angeles Times, widely circu- 
lated Southern California daily, stated 
recently: “We might as well be frank 
about it. The pictures that are selling 
and doing big business are, in many 
instances, made of smut .. .” The 
columnist adds, “I know a scenario 
writer who says his selling slogan is 
going to be, ‘Scenarios that romp from 
rape to rape’.” 


J. Edgar Hoover, nation’s number one 
G-Man, had endeavored in an extensive 
educational program to convince youth 
that criminals and public enemies are 
nothing but “rats” and certainly pos- 
sess no heroic qualities. In this re- 
spect, the movies have “double-crossed” 
G-Man Hoover and his gallant crusade 
to discourage crime.

Raymond Hamilton, Texas Killer, 
electrocuted in May, 1935, shortly be- 
fore his death was quoted as follows:

RAISE YOUR CHILDREN, BUT I 
KNOW I LEARNED A LOT ABOUT 
HIJACKING AND BANK ROBBING 
AT THE MOVIES.” 


A ten-year-old lad, a delinquent, in- 
terviewed by a survey investigator 
stated: “De Big House made me feel 
like I was a big tough guy. I felt just 
like Machine Gun Butch.” 


Give this lad a few more years in the 
University of Hollywood and you will 
have another Raymond Hamilton. 


In his book, Dr. Rice quotes from 
the testimonies of seventeen-year-old 
girls who have been confined to insti- 
tutions because of sex delinquency. 
Following is one of many illustrations: 


_ “I fell in love with G. R. I would 
imagine I was the leading lady in the 
pictures in which he played. I used to 
sit and day-dream that one day I would 
marry G. R. and we would have a lovely 
time until I went out with R. N. and G. 
would catch me kissing R. Then there 
would be a lawsuit and my picture 
would be in the paper. I would win the 
lawsuit and marry R. N. I would keep 
on until I had married and divorced all 
my movie actors.” 

Dr. Rice, in another chapter, deals 
with the health angle involved. He de- 
clares: “Doubtless the moving pictures 
have a large part in this changing 
tempo of American life. Movies effect 
the physical welfare, nervous tension, 
mental attitude, and adaptability of the 
whole race. The powerful, shocking, 
over-stimulating influence of the movies 
is leaving its tragic mark on the health 
as well as the morals of America.” 

Who are the master minds behind 
“lights, camera, action?” Who sits at 
the top of this heap of actors, writers, 
technicians, press agents, and exhibi- 


tors? Who dictates the policies of 


American motion pictures? 

Ferret out this information and you 
will have the men who are guilty of 
the most atrocious betrayal of youth. the 
world has ever known.

FROM the north shore of Lake 

Superior to Cape Flattery on 
the Pacific Ocean are two thou- 
sand miles of open boundary be- 
— the United States and Can- 
ada. 


Some of the world’s leading propa- 
gandists, who have been carrying on 
propaganda for the Bolsheviki in the 
different countries of the world, make 
their way to the United States. They 
embark on English ships for Vancou- 
ver, British Columbia, where they find 
an entrance into Canada. 


We have three lines of secret police 
along our side of the Canadian border. 
In the line of police closest to Canada 
the men are posted farthest apart. The 
second line is placed closer together. 
The third line is stationed still closer. 
This arrangement is made so that per- 
sons entering from Canada _ without 
legal entrance papers may be appre- 
hended. 


Coming east on a transcontinental 
train through our northern States, be- 
fore the present’ Administration came 
into power, I noticed three cars having 
steel bars across each window and men, 
with guns, at the ends of each car. 
These cars were loaded with men. I 
was told that they were aliens, federal 
prisoners, who had entered our coun- 
try illegally and were caught carrying 
on Red propaganda. 


In Fargo, North Dakota, and again 
in Minneapolis, Minnesota, an addition- 
al number of prisoners were loaded in- 
to the cars. Upon arriving at Chicago 
the cars were hooked to a train of pos- 
sibly a dozen similar cars. 


Such alien prisoners were being as- 
sembled in Chicago from the north, the 
northwest, the west and the southwest. 
A train load would leave at regular in- 
tervals, at a quiet hour of the night, 
for an eastern seaboard city to be sent 
back to the countries from which they 
had come. 


Large sums of money are appropriat- 
ed from time to time for the purpose of 
strengthening the lines of police near 
our borders. 


In New York Mills, Minnesota, the 
Communists were working a while back, 
to establish a school for teaching young 
people how to spread the doctrines of 
the Reds. We received a letter from 
a woman who was working for our So- 
ciety, placing Scriptures in the homes 
of families who would promise to read 
them; she solicited our assistance in 
helping to keep the Reds from setting 
up a school, 


She begged us to do’something about 
the matter but not to mention her name 
as they would kill her if they knew 
what she was writing. She concluded 
her plea with these words, “They talk 
as if we were in Russia”. We went 
to the United States Attorney in St. 
Paul and laid the matter before him — 
and the proposed school was never 
opened! 


In our northern States, bordering 
the Canadian boundary, there are large 
opportunities for the Communists to 
engage in spreading their pernicious 
doctrines. They enter the scattered 
settlements that are neglected religious- 
ly, and here they spread their atheistic 
and revolutionary ideas among young 
people who are citizens of the United 
_ and therefore cannot be deport- 


Because churches are scarce in these 
areas and the Gospel is not properly 
preached, they find fertile soil in which 
to plant the tares of un-American prop- 
aganda. Moreover, large sections of

the people are foreign and have never 
had the advantage of intimate con- 
tact with our ideals and institutions. 


For instance, in our five northern 
states, live 200,000 Finnish people di- 
vided into two classes — (1) the Chris- 
tian Finns, an industrious, clean liv- 


-ing people and (2) the Communistic 


Finns, who by far outnumber the re- 
ligious people of Finnish nationality. 
The latter groups are fanatical in their 
preaching of revolutionary principles. 
To a large extent these people live in 
settlements with no Churches or Sun- 
day Schools. 


I know communities where Commun- 
ists have established their own pro- 
grams and families refusing to join 
have been so persecuted as to be forced 
to move if they wished to live in peace 
— they have often left their homes and 
businesses. Through our quiet work 
of Bible distribution in such places, we 
have seen whole localities transformed. 


There are about 110 different races 
of people in America, numbering some 
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33 million families. Approximately one 
third of these families have no Bibles 
in their homes. About 18 million chil- 
dren in America are growing up like 
pagans, insofar as any knowledge of 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ is concerned. 
Under the policies of the present Ad- 
ministration, large numbers of non- 
Christian people are landing daily upon 
our shores from the countries of 
Europe. 


The central tier of states from the 
Canadian border, are in special need 
of Bible distribution. In Montana, 
young folks grown to manhood and 
womanhood, have written us, actually 
stating that they had never known there 
was such a Book as the Bible until re- 
ceiving one from our Society. We 
found one district in that State, of 
about 600 people, entirely without any 
form of religious work. 


In another section, a public school 
teacher wanted to have a Christmas 
program and the children thought the 
teacher was using profanity when she 
mentioned the name of Christ—they 
had only heard the Lord’s name used in 
blasphemy. In the western sections of 
South Dakota, we found one county 
with over 100 school teachers and yet 
its thirty-six townships had been en- 
tirely neglected religiously. 


In one community, after many years 
of crop failure, the people got together 
and talked about starting a Bible Study 
Club. They said, “Perhaps God will 
help us in our distress if we will get 
together and study the Bible. This will 
help us to know how to pray.” The 
question arose about the use of a Bible.

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“We must have a Bible, if we are going 
to organize this study club. Who has 
a Bible?” 


No one had a Bible. Then they heard 
that a neighbor, 37 miles away had a 
copy, and some one volunteered to 
and borrow it. This Bible had to 
taken back to the owner; hence it was 
necessary to travel 74 miles each time 
the club met. It developed that the 
neighbor’s Bible had our address in it, 
and leaders of the study group wrote 
telling us of their great need for Test- 
aments. 

One of our workers wrote us some 
years ago to send her a number of 
Bibles because all the families living in 
a certain district were Communists. As 
a result, it later became possible to 
hold religious services in the communi- 
ty, and finally a little church was 
erected in 1937. Great forest fires 
swept this timbered area and 50 fami- 
lies were left homeless. There were 
two classes of people living in the vil- 
lage; 49 of the families ruined by fire 
were reds, while only one Christian 
family lost their home. 


During the fire, an amazing thing 
happened which left a lasting impres- 
sion upon the people. When the flames 
came to the little church building, they 
parted, passed on both sides and met 
again at the other end, sweeping every- 
thing clean. The church was not even 
scorched. This was regarded as being 
nothing short of a miracle. 


We find that hunger in the heart of 
a person, who has awakened to a con- 
scious need of God, is far deeper than 
the hunger for natural bread. A woman 
wrote us, “I was raised a Catholic, we 
have three children in the family, the 
oldest is 17 years. We haven’t had 
bread or flour in the house for two 
weeks. We need a Bible so that I may 
tell my children something about God. 
We want to find our way to Him. I 
will kneel beside my bed tonight and 
ask God to send me a Bible.” ; 


One Bible, in a family in two years 
time, meant the conversion of 22 grown 
people and several children. An old 
Catholic couple, 75 and 76 years old, 
and another couple in the late sixties, 
were also wonderfully transformed 
through the power of the Word of God. 


When the Bible first reached this 
needy family, neighbors came in and 
they stayed up all night to read it. 
They learned the truth of the Psalm- 
ist’s song: “Thy word is a lamp unto 
my feet, and a light unto my path.” 


In the northern part of Minnesota, 
near the Canadian border, a mission- 
ary held a service in a school house. 
Fifty persons were present. The mis- 
sionary asked how many possessed a 
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Bible, and not one hand was raised. 
Then he asked how many had ever 
read in a Bible, and only three hands 
— up. Most of these people were 
adults. 


Our blessed Lord ended His parable 
of the Sower with the statement

With every conceivable kind of tares 
being planted in the American mind to- 
day, it does seem that Christians 
should watch at all times, for oppor- 
tunities to sow the Word of God!

In Dark Places 


By the Secretary of the American Mission to Lepers 





THE man or woman who sits 

in familiar surroundings and 

periodically sends a contribution 

toward mission work, the picture 

of strange and distant lands to 

which their dollars go is often dif- 
ficult to visualize. 


Even more vague and misty is the 
vision raised for little children in their 
church school classes, as verbal and pic- 
torial descriptions unfold. The new 
medium of the motion picture is still 
very much in its infancy in the mission 
field, and frequently proves somewhat 
inadequate. 


But living, vivid testimony written 
down with care and feeling by workers 
on the field brings a vision that can 
never fade — and which can be re- 
captured whenever the need arises. 
Such testimony has in recent months 
been pouring into the offices of the 
American Mission to Lepers, in part 
stimulated by the visits of Emory Ross, 
— secretary, to foreign 

elds. 


For The Defender, the Mission has’ 
this month opened its files and brought 
forth two interesting descriptions of the 
mission work. 


Transforming A Leper Colony 


The first comes from Mr. John Co, 
in China. He writes: “While teaching 


in a higher primary school in Foochow 
one day, I felt my hands were getting 
rather weak. I went to see a physician 
about it. After careful examination, 
the doctor discovered that I was suf- 
fering from a form of leprosy. What 
a shock to me this was! I at once 
resigned from the school I was teaching 
in, and returned to my home. 


“Many questions began to arise. What 
am I to do now? How can I face my 
family and my friends with such ter- 
rible news? Why did God let such a 
terrible sickness take hold of me? Why 
continue studying the Bible? And why 
pray any longer? Then came the 
thought of suicide. How I do thank 
God that at this time Bishop and Mrs. 
John Gowdy came to my help. They 
comforted me and urged me to continue 
following Jesus Christ. 


“Here was my only hope. It was 
arranged for me to go to Yenping to 
take treatments and at the same time 
to preach the Gospel to the poor lepers 
in the public Leprosarium. 


“When I first arrived and saw the 
condition of this place, I was quite dis- 
couraged. It had not been cleaned up 
for some time, and high grass and 
weeds were growing everywhere. Dirt, 
flies and,spiders were in sight on every 
hand. The road leading to the hospi- 
tal was narrow. When I arrived at the 
gate, the lepers were standing there to 
receive me, twenty-one of them from 
seven different counties. They seemed 
hopeless. There was no one living there 
to comfort and guide them. They 
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fainted and were like sheep without a 
shepherd. When I arrived and they 
saw my smiling face, they were quite 
surprised that I could be happy. After 
I had held several prayer meetings 
they realized that God was present and 
would help us. 


“Now began the work of cleaning 
up. Together we cut the tall grass 
growing around the place, and widen- 
ed the road, planting flowers on each 
side. Flies and spiders disappeared. 
Busy bees and butterflies came to visit. 
Dirt was carted away. We made a nice 
clearing, using bricks for seats. Here 
we sat at sunset to sing songs and tell 
stories and here we held our Christmas 
service. All this work did not cost one 
cent; everything was done by the lepers 
themselves. 


“Every day at 7 o’clock we have eve- 
ning prayers. On Sunday morning at 
10, we have worship service. On Sun- 
day evening, special services are held. 
I taught them to pray. At first only 
three or four opened their mouths in 
prayer, now most everyone prays, say- 
ing ‘Lord save us, forgive us our sins, 
pity us. God bless all the friends who 
send gifts to help us. May all the lepers 
be saved and cured!’” 





Remembering “Others” 


From Dr. E. A. Harris at the Kano 
Leper Settlement in Nigeria, West Af- 
rica, comes these words of hope: “One 
morning during the compound prayer 
service, Mrs. Harris asked if any one 
really believed God answered prayer. 
Bubba, who is reading the Scriptures 
to three Moslems at present, said, ‘Yes, 
I am sure He does. Some time ago, 
you sent me on an errand in Kano. As 
you know, I am a country boy, unused 
to the city. After getting off the lorry 
at the walls of the city, I spent hours 
in vain, looking for the Mission Sta- 
tion. Finally, night came on. I was 
tired and worried, lost in a big city. 


“ ‘Suddenly, it occurred to me, why 
not pray to God. So right there alon 
the roadside I knelt down and prayed. 
In the midst of the prayer an officer 
came, stopped, and asked the cause of 
my trouble. I told him, showing him 
the letter on which the Mission address 
was. He said, I know where it is. Come, 
I will take you. And he did. Now I 
am sure God answers prayer.’” 


To the average American reader this 
may seem to be a simple incident, but 
when we realize that it is the exper- 
ience of one living in a heathen land, 
where people have existed for centuries 
in darkness, the very fact of willing- 
ness to trust God takes on a new mean- 
ing. 

If the Gospel emphasizes one ideal 
above another, it is the ideal of living 
for OTHERS. The lepers of the world 
are to a great extent a forgotten peo- 
ple. They are a pitiful people! Cer- 
tainly, they qualify for a place among 
the “others” for whom Christ died. 
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({0D has promised His Son, Je- 
_ Sus Christ our Lord, world do- 
minion. The promise cannot fail. 


The first world ruler was Adam. 
“And God said, Let us make man in 
our image, after our likeness: and let 
them have dominion over the fish of 
the sea, and over the fowl of the air, 
and over the cattle, and over all the 
earth” (Gen. 1:26). This world-wide 
dominion was forfeited because of sin. 


What was true regarding the offer 
of world dominion to the first federal 
head of the race, Adam, is emphatical- 
ly true of the second federal head, “the 
last Adam”, our Lord Jesus Christ. 


“Thou madest him to have dominion 
over the works of thy hands; thou hast 
put all things under his feet” (Ps. 
8:6). But we are told elsewhere in 
the Scriptures that the complete tri- 
umph of Messiah will not take place 
until after His return on the clouds of 
glory. 


Material Empires 


As Adam was the head of the old 
race, Jesus Christ is the head of the 


new race. “The first man Adam was 
made a living soul; the last Adam was 
made a- quickening spirit. The first 
man is of the earth, earthy: the second 
man is the Lord from heaven.” (1 Cor. 
15:45,47) 


Every human being in the world is 
a member of one of these two races. 
By physical birth we enter the realm 
of the first Adam. By spiritual birth 
we enter the realm of the second Adam, 
“As we have borne the image of the 
earthy, we shall also bear the image of 
the heavenly.” (1 Cor. 15:49) 


The experience of the new birth lit- 
erally transplants one from the mater- 
ial Adam to the spiritual Adam. Those 
who thus accept Christ become reci- 
pients of a new life, a new nature. 
Hence the words of Paul, “Therefore 
if any man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature: old things are passed away; 
behold all things are become new.” (2 
Cor. 5:17) 


The collapse of the kingdom of the 
first Adam made necessary the coming 
of the second Adam into the world.

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After the fall in Eden, the dream of 
world empire seized the brain of man. 
Ever since the attempt to build the 
Tower of Babel (Gen. 11), one ruler 
after another has sought to hold the 
sceptre of world dominion. 


History recognizes four universal 
empires — the Babylonian, Medo-Per- 
sian, Grecian, and Roman. The sway 
of none of these has been quite abso- 
lute, yet strong enough to place these 
nations in the category of universal 
empires. 

We readily recognize that the aspir- 
ation for predominant world-power is 
no new ambition. Since the - passing 
of Roman supremacy, there have been 
a number of aspirants for world do- 
minion. Alaric tried and failed, Char- 
lemagne also tried and failed. Napol- 
eon’s attempt at universal rule is writ- 
ten in the blood of eleven million of his 
fellow men. At the present time, we 
are witnessing the rise of dictatorships 
— animated by the same evil spirit. 


In the great metallic image seen by 
King Nebuchadnezzar, and interpreted 
by the prophet (Daniel 2), there is room 
for but four universal human empires. 
And when inspiration says four, man 
* cannot make it five! 


It is useless for men to try to resist 
the program of God. In harmony with 
the word of prophecy, the kingdom of 
Babylon was succeeded by that of the 
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Medes and Persians; then came the 
kingdom of Greece, and after that the 
Roman Empire. 


According to the divinely revealed 
program, the fifth kingdom is to be 
the kingdom of the Messiah, represent- 
ca ay Stone in the prophecy of Dan- 
jel 2:45. 


The head of gold was Babylon; 
breast of silver, Medo-Persia; thighs 
of brass, Greece; legs of iron, Rome. 
The crashing Stone which destroys the 
Image and fills the whole earth, rep- 
resents our Lord and Christ in His 
glorious appearing. 


The Second Psalm contains a. picture 
of the Messiah’s triumph. Let us con- 
centrate our thoughts upon this beauti- 
ful passage of Scripture. It is often 
overlooked or wrongly interpreted. Rev. 
James Stalker has said that he doubts 
if there could be produced from either 
sacred or profane literature, a more re- 
markable instance of putting a great 
deal into a few words than this Psalm. 
He has also called attention to the 
fact that it is a great poem, as well 
as a great Messianic prophecy, and 
that the theme is painted pictorially. 


There is not one picture in these 12 
verses; there are four. They are dif- 
ferent, yet all closely connected, and 
at the end are brought together into 
dramatic unity. The artistic balance 
is perfectly kept, the same number of 
words being given to each picture. 
There is no hurry or overcrowding. 
Every picture is painted broadly and 
freely, and even with a great deal of 
elaboration. Yet the whole Psalm con- 
tains but a dozen. verses. 


The Psalm is full of Christ. It opens 
abruptly. It contains three series of 
utterances representing three different 
speakers. The first is the writer of 
the Psalm (verses 1-6). The second 
is the Messiah Himself (verses 7-9). 
The third is the Lord Jehovah (verses 
10-12). What the Psalmist himself 
says constitutes the first division. Let 
us briefly consider the four divisions 
in order. 


I. Messiah’s Foes 


The Psalm opens with an utterance 
of amazement. “Why do the heathen 





rage, and the people imagine a vain 
thing?” 

The writer then gives, in the first 
three verses, a vivid picture of the re- 
volt against Messiah. This is the earth 
—- The heaven picture will come 
ater. 


In the first three verses there is a pic- 
ture of a confederation of the nations, 
and the consultation of the nations 
against Jehovah and His Christ. Rev. - 
F. E. Marsh has said that nothing 
could more dramatically express a great 
combine of earth’s authorities. Let us 
notice in particular what is here said 
of the nations. 


1. The nations rage in displeasure. 
The nations rage. Nothing has ever 
excited so much enmity as Christ and 
the Gospel. This hostility is violent, 
intense. The picture is that of the 
tossing of the waves of the sea. The 
margin of the Revised Version suggests 
this, when we are told that the na- 
tions “tumultuously assemble”, They 
are wild with anger. There is one per- 
petual restlessness; one ceaseless move- 
ment of discontent; the throbbing of 
rebellion that cannot be appeased; the 
turmoil of a vain, bitter, and cease- 
less revolt. 


2. The people imagine a vain thing. 
They would run the world without re- 
gard to God and His Christ. It is 
folly to ignore God and His plan. It 
is useless for the potsherd to strive with 
his Maker. The heaving ocean does 
not accomplish anything worthwhile by 
its unrest; neither will the opposition 
to God bring about the iaited results, 


_ 8. The kings of the earth set them- 
selves. The hostility is organized. Here 
is arrayed opposition. There is de- 
liberate rejection of the Christ. Earth- 
ly kings and rulers determine to op- 
pose the Lord’s work. When the Lord 
Jesus Christ began to preach, the rulers 
and not the common people, set them- 
selves to defeat Him. 


4, The rulers take counsel together. 
We see the determination by which the 
revolt is characterized. They take 
counsel against the “Anointed”. That 
means the Messiah, the Christ of the 
New Testament. Men who take coun- 
sel together in nothing else, agree in 
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hatred toward God and His Anointed. 
Though hating each other, they have 
cried in unison, “Away with Christ”. 
How literally were these words ful- 
filled when Pontius Pilate, who yielding 
to the demands of the rulers of the 
Jews, united, in putting Jesus to 
death Y 


5. Let us break their bands asunder. 
The simile speaks of a rebellious ani- 
mal endeavoring to be free. The re- 
quirements of the Gospel are consid- 
ered fetters that bind, cords that hold 
sinful human nature in check. There 
is a strong desire to be free from the 
wise constraints which our Lord im- 
poses. The spirit here indicated, has 
‘been manifested throughout this whole 
dispensation. It was never more strong- 
ly marked than at the present time. 
There is a spirit of lawlessness abroad 
in the world which is well described in 
these words. 


6. And cast away their cords from 
us. The constraints of the Gospel may 
seem irksome, but how foolish are 
ple who think they can throw off their 
responsibility to Almighty God! Mes- 
siah’s foes desire to cast off the strong 
cords that God has given for binding 
His people together. 


Note the extent of the revolt. Here 
are the words used, “Nations”, “Peo- 
ple’, “Kings”, “Rulers”. The revolt 
has been running through the centuries, 
underlying human history, breaking out 
in fresh manifestations in age after 
age. 

The six New Testament references 
to this Psalm indicate that it had a 
partial fulfillment at the first advent 
of Christ, but a more complete fulfill- 
ment is seen in history since that time. 
In the present age, we are witnessing 
the intensification of all forms of op- 
position to Christ. This is to continue 
until the second advent, when Messiah 
will completely triumph over His foes. 


Il. Jehovah’s Derision 


Verses 4 to 6 pull aside the curtain 
and give us the heaven picture, and 
divine tranquillity. Jehovah is calm 
amid the raging of His foes. God is 
undismayed and undisturbed. He pa- 
tiently waits till the rage has spent 
itself in vain, like the fretting billows 
against the rock-bound coast. 


1. He that sitteth in the heavens shall 
laugh. It is a striking metaphor. The 
Victor is in the heavens — watchin 
the wicked plots, reading the e 
thoughts, hearing the decisions of His 
enemies. As the Psalmist thinks of 
the Divine One, observing all that is 
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transpiring upon earth, he speaks of 
the laughter of God. Someone has said 
that it is a poet’s phrase but a proph- 





. et’s truth. 


2. The Lord shall have them in deri- 
sion. He despises the petty and futile 
hostility of men. He holds in contempt 
their puny efforts to oppose Him. The 
derision of the Most High! What a 
figure to use! Over and over again 
God has turned into contempt the wrath 
of His enemies. He will do so on a 
larger scale at the Judgment Day! 


8. Then shall He speak unto them in 
His wrath. God has spoken so much 
in love that some people do not con- 
sider it possible for Him to speak in 
wrath. But there is considerable said 
in the Bible about the wrath of God. 
One of the most striking pictures in 
the whole Bible is that of the rejectors 
of the Christ, saying to the mountains 
and rocks: “Fall on us, and hide us 
from the face of Him that sitteth on 
the throne and from the wrath of the 
Lamb” (Rev. 6:16). 


4. Vex them in His sore displeasure. 
The word “vex” is rendered “trouble” 
in the margin. The opposers of God’s 
government bring this trouble upon 
themselves. They treasure up wrath 
against the day of wrath. The Lord 
is displeased with wickedness. Most of 
the time, He withholds the bolts of 
judgment, but in several great judg- 
ments in the past, He has clearly shown 
His attitude toward sin. 


5. Yet have I set my king upon my 
holy hill of Zion. It is not a king, not 
the king, but my King. The word “set” 
means to invest with authority and 
place in a position by appointment. The 
Son of God is the divinely appointed 
King; He is the divinely anointed King. 
Despite the determined hatred and op- 
position of men upon earth, Jehovah’s 
Anointed shall reign. The Bible pic- 
tures Him with all the ensigns of roy- 
alty; sword, sceptre, escutcheon, crown, 
throne. He is now seated with the 
Father in His throne, but He will soon 
come to occupy His own throne and 
exercise righteous rule. The authority 
He has, and the power He will possess, 
are given to Him by His Father (Mat- 
thew 28:18; John 5:27; 18:3; 17:2, 
24; Acts 17:31) “My King”. Think 
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of the dignity of His person, the extent 
of His dominion, the greatness of His 
power, the blessedness of His sway. 


III. Messiah’s Manifesto 


1. I will declare the decree. In verses 
7 to 9, the scene is again changed. 
He reveals what the Father has said 
to Him. “Thou art my son; this day 
have I begotten thee.” Alexander 
Maclaren has said of these words: 
“The point of time referred to is not 
the beginning of personal existence, 
but of investure with royalty.” This 
investure had its inception when our 
Lord arose from the dead; it will have 
its consummation in Messiah’s reign 
(Acts 18:30-37). “He was declared 
to be the Son of God with power, ac- 
cording to the spirit of holiness, by the 
ee from the dead.” (Romans 


2. Ask of me. What was Christ’s 
authority to ask of the Father? “The 
heathen for thine inheritance, and the 
uttermost part of the earth for thy 
possession.” Let us claim the heathen 
for Christ through prayer, before He 
comes as Judge. The uttermost parts 
of the earth belong to Christ by right 
of inheritance, creation and redemption. 
Let us persuade as many as possible 
to accept their redemption rights in 
Christ. The whole earth comes within 
the scope of the falling Stone. 

8. Thou shalt break them with a rod 
of iron. The rod of iron shall put down 
all opposition. Christ is not to find a 
converted world when He comes.

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comes in judgment, as well as mercy. 
There is construction, as well as recon- 
struction. Dr. Alexander puts it thus: 
“Destruction has still to be done, and 
its most terrible energy is to be dis- 
played in the future, when all opposi- 
tion is to be withered into nothingness 
by the brightness of His presence.” 
Three times in the book of Revelation 
it is said that He shall “rule all na- 
tions with a rod of iron” (Rev. 2:27; 
12:5; 19:15). Let us now submit to 
His rule of love. 


4. Thou shalt dash them in pieces like 
a potter’s vessel. This is the repeti- 
tion of the same truth under another 
figure. The potter’s vessel. “For the 
nation and kingdom that will not serve 
thee shall perish; yea, those nations 
shall be utterly wasted” (Is. 60:12). 
The Canaanites, the Egyptians, the 
Babylonians, the Persians, the Greeks, 
the Romans would not serve God, and 
they have perished. Ere long, all 
earthly kingdoms shall give way to 
the heavenly kingdom of Messiah. 


No decree of the divine government 
can be frustrated. People may fail 
to recognize the claims of Jesus Christ, 
but Jehovah’s great purpose of makin 
Him King of the world is unchang 
and unchangeable. Whether some peo- 
ple will have Him or not, Christ is to 
be the King of the world. Those who 
will not acknowledge His Lordship 
must perish. Loyal hearts rejoice in 
the thought of His glorious reign. All 
worldly kingdoms are to give way to 
the sovereignty of Christ at His com- 
ing. (Dan. 2:44; 7:18, 14; Matt. 13:40- 
43; Rev. 11:15.) 


IV. Jehovah’s Counsels 


1. Be wise. Be instructed. In verses 
10 to 12, Jehovah entreats thus through 
the Psalmist-Prophet. .There is here 
a divine call to teachableness. Now stop 
and consider! Learn the folly of oppo- 
sition to God before it is too late! Oh, 
that kings and rulers and people more 
generally would consider this call to 
wisdom. Now is the accepted time. 
Now is the day of salvation. 


2. Serve the Lord with fear, and re- 
joice with trembling. This is a call 
to do His bidding, to be governed by 
His laws while it is called today. We 
ought to repoice that God has filled 
our lives with blessings. We need to 
fear, lest.we ignore God and slight the 
precious opportunities of life which 
He has given us. If we are in tune 


with the Infinite we will render joyful 
service unto our God, but we need to 
fear lest we get out of harmony with 
God and favor the revolt. 


3. Kiss the Son. This is a call to 
reconciliation, to submission. Do Him 
homage. During this war against Je- 
hovah and His Anointed, fight on the 
winning side, that is, on the side of 
Christ. All opposition shall cease when 
God blots out the incorrigible rebels. 
“Kiss the Son”. This call is backed 
by a most weighty reason: “Lest he 
be angry, and ye perish from the way, 


when his wrath is kindled but a little.” 
“Blessed are all they that put their 
trust in him”. 

Heed the appeal of tenderness which 
closes this wonderful Psalm. Realize 
the blessedness of those who fight for, 
not against, God. The blessedness that 
is ours now, is a foretaste of the bless- 
edness that is to come. 


Man’s little day of opposition will 


soon close. Blessed be God, the Re- 
deemer-King comes! He comes to 
reign! 
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JN ITALY, there was a brief per- 

iod of Socialism, followed by a 
complete financial break-down, 
and then — a Dictatorship. 


In Germany, Socialism and other po- 
litical creeds dominated the Country 
for some fourteen years, then—Hitler. 


In Russia, Kerensky introduced a mo- 
derate form of Socialism. Later Lenin 
brought the Country under a complete 
system of Socialism on the pretext of 
ending once and for all, the suffering of 
the masses. The result ?—30,000,000 
shot, murdered, starved, imprisoned, 
exiled. Religion completely overthrown 
and all liberty of speech, press and 
thought abolished. The individual, noth- 
ing, the State all! 


In Spain, the Socialists gained con- 
trol of the Country and Civil War 
started. Today Spain is a nation of 
massacre and bloodshed, famine, dis- 
ease and death. Already some 15,000 
religious leaders have been executed. 
No safety anywhere. 


I have just come back from New Zea- 
land where the so-called Labor Govern- 
ment has been returned to power. Here 
is a letter written by a supporter of 
Socialism: 


“On Election Day I will vote for So- 
cialism. I know how it has worked in 
other countries, where the State is all 
and the individual nothing. I am un- 
easy about losing my liberty and my 
standard of living and wages, but after 
all I will still have my Socialism. I 
can call it Communism, Labor or So- 
cialism,—what does it matter? It is all 


the same. The State controls the means 
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of production, and that means my live- 
lihood and my children’s. You may say 
I am perverse, unreasonable. But after 
all — my affair if I choose to take the 
risk. 


Thus, a man with some degree of 
knowledge as to the importance of the 
step he is taking, decides to contribute 
his vote in —s bring about the de- 
struction of his liberties and the liber- 
ties of his family. 


The Same Old Story 


Do we want our children to drag out 
an existence as wage-slaves of a Social- 
ist State, denied access to the profes- 
sions except at the whim of a dictator? 
Or do we want them to enjoy the free- 
dom that our fathers won for them? 


Where the State controls, it never 
considers the wishes of the oe. 
Family traditions and the family spirit 
have been of supreme importance in 
shaping the character of the Anglo- 
saxon race, and if family loyalties and 
responsibilities are allowed to die, the 
race will die with them. 


Under Socialism — what? Rising 
taxes, no opportunity, higher costs of 
living, no incentive. You can’t choose 
your employer; you can’t change your 
employer; you can’t quit your job. You 
do what you are told all your life. 
Everyone is in complete and absolute 
dependence on the State—and the State 
is ruled by a handful of men. Anyone 
who opposes those in authority menaces

Socialism allows the individual but a 
small home, at a heavy rental, where 
you dare not drive a nail—a home that 
can never be yours because it is the 
property of the State. 


The experience of all countries which 
have dabbled in Socialism is that it 
never stops with mere political control. 
In Australia, Mr. Lang, a Socialist, 
brought New South Wales to the verge 
of collapse. 

In England, the Socialist Government 
so nearly wrecked the Country that 
Ramsay McDonald (himself a Socialist) 
saw the danger, reversed his policies 
and formed a National Government. In 
the end, both countries threw off the 
yoke of Socialism, and National Gov- 
—_— were called in to save the 

ay. 

In less fortunate countries, where 
Socialism ran its course, it brought in 
its train militant Communism, Soviets, 
secret police, concentration camps, dic- 
tators. The loss of pe and liberty 
bred resistance, and so followed Fasc- 
ism, brother fighting brother, mothers 
and children held as hostages, the 
slaughter of innocents, destruction, des- 
olation and despair. 


Regimentation or Free Enterprise 


Labor Governments, in the final 
analysis, never benefit the laboring man. 
Small salaries are taxed. Higher wages 
are given and then taken in taxes. 
Shorter hours and more money, accom- 
panied by heavier taxes, means less 
money for food and clothing. 


In the recent elections in New Zea- 
land, some of the Social Security Can- 
didates openly stated that since the 
Government had raised wages and 
shortened hours, the hotels, liquor 
stores and breweries had benefited, and 
that therefore they should support the 
Government. Shame! And so the work- 
ing man comes out the loser after all. 


Communism is supposed to pro- 
duce a classless society but in Rus- 
sia there is a greater class distinc- 
tion than ever existed in the days 
of the Czar. The Communist lead- 
ers have all the luxuries, cars, 
homes, food, clothing, etc., while 
the masses have little or nothing. 


And in New Zealand, members of 
the Government are building luxurious 
homes, homes worth over $20,000, and 
in various other ways, enriching them- 
selves at the cost of the Country. 


When our fathers landed in North 
America, they came to carve out an 


existence for themselves. It never 
dawned on them to look to the Govern- 
ment for help. They were independent. 
A spirit of free enterprise possessed 
them. Ambition lured them on. They 
found a way or made it. 

But today the Government says, 
“Don’t work, don’t worry, don’t exert 
yourself; we will do your thinking for 
you; we will take care of you.” 


And how do they propose to do it? 
By taking material things from the 
great builders of the nation, those who 
have invested and used their talents— 
by legally robbing them, by confiscation 
of property, by destroying the liberties 
of poor and rich alike, by making it 
impossible for the poor to ever enjoy 
an opportunity of coming into posses- 
sion of plenty. If an individual were 
to do that, he would be sent to the pen- 
itentiary for life, but when a Govern- 
ment does it, it is supposed to be all 
right. 

Why, in Queensland where they have 
a so-called Labor Government, I heard 
on every hand that no one with any 
capital would ever dream of investing 
it in that area. As a matter of fact, 
capital is unobtainable. Public confi- 
dence is gone. Character in govern- 
ment has been destroyed. The people 
feel that the very ground on which they 
are standing is sliding from beneath 
their feet. 

You see, the spirit of creative enter- 
prise is gone. Investors fight shy, for 
they know that the State is doomed. 

They even wanted to tax me on the 
money I was earning at home, 11,000 
miles away. Can you beat it? No won- 
der men with means are leaving the 
Country to live under a flag of free- 
dom once more. No wonder many are 
sending their surplus funds to other 
countries for safe-keeping. 


Religious Liberty At Stake 

We had Social Security, as Dr. Win- 
rod points out, on the North American 
continent at one time. The negro slaves 
had ‘no worries. Their food was pro- 
vided, their clothing and houses. en 
medical attention cost them nothing. 
And their old age was assured. They 
had everything they needed, but—they 
were slaves. And under Social Security 
the people are the slaves and the Gov- 
ernment the owner. In Russia there 
are now 160,000,000 slaves. Strange, is 
it not, that white people should vote to 
become slaves? 

I believe that the best work will be 
done if the people are left as free as 
possible to shape their own destiny. 
Certain controls are necessary, but I 
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deny with tens of thousands of others, 
the right of the State to do everything 
for everyone, leaving the people no 
more choice, initiative or freedom than 
domestic animals. 

The individual is bound to do more 
for himself, his family, and his com- 
munity if allowed freedom to function 
and launch out. Human liberty is at 
stake in the present controversy. 


As Christians, we should never for- 
get that Socialism has always pushed 
its way into the realm of religious free- 
dom, in countries where it has been 
permitted to gain economic and politi- 
cal control. Social Security, so-called, 
thus interferes with Eternal Security. 
It takes freedom of worship away from 
the children of God every time it is giv- 
en the scepter of power. 

I am vitally interested in Eternal 
Security. That guarantees the soul 
against all loss and assures Everlasting 
Life to everyone who accepts Jesus 
Christ as Saviour.

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Propaganda and Prophecy

ONLY in the prophetic Scrip- 
tures do we find an explana- 

tion for the present complicated 

international situation. 


The storm which is now engulfing 
the nations was anticipated by writers 
in olden times, who scanned the cen- 
turies through the telescope of prophe- 
cy. We are rapidly approaching the 
Armageddon of the Apocalypse. An 
old dispensation is dying. A new dis- 
pensation is being born. 


True to the words of Paul, the ush- 
ering in of the new age, is like the 
pangs of childbirth. “For when ‘they 
shall say, Peace and safety; then sud- 
den destruction cometh upon them, as 
travail upon a woman with child; and 
they shall not escape.” 


The great scientific achievements of 
the last two decades, have brought the 
nations of the world close together. 
Cable service, radio, modern transpor- 
tation and other methods for abolish- 
ing distance, make it possible for one 
man or a small group of men, to mould 
sentiment and dominate public thought, 
in ways never dreamed by our fathers 
and mothers. 


The leaders of various systems are 
so eager to advance their objectives, 
that they have invented the most 
striking ways for influencing the 
masses of people. By radio and other- 
wise, their appeals to the mass mind 
overflow all boundary lines between 
governments. 


Stirring International Emotions 


Truth is disregarded in attempts to 
inflame human passions. The name 
given to these mental bombardments 
is propaganda. Slogans are invented, 
straw men are put up to be knocked 
down, air channels are subsidized, poli- 
ticians are controlled, news agencies 
yield secretly to censorship — and the 
man in the street is compelled to fight 
his way through a labyrinth of false- 
hood in trying to ferret out facts. 


The current issue of a widely read 
publication carries a large picture of 
a goofy-looking individual, described 
as “the gullible fellow who believes 
everything the propagandists tell him”. 
On the left side of Mr. Goofy there is 
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a lady syndicate writer, and at his 
right there sits a radio commentator. 
The editorial which accompanies the 
pictures says: “Don’t be a sap! Read 
your own newspaper; do your own 
thinking about what you read in it”. 


Whole nations have been thrown in- 
to convulsions by the use of deceptive 
propaganda. Wars have been started, 
revolutions have been generated, class 
hatreds and resultant bloodshed have 
been produced — by propaganda. 


Someone at the top, who has access 
to the arteries of public information, 
creates a slogan. It is repeated again 
and again — as for instance “make 
the world safe for democracy!” — by 
degrees it sinks into the public mind 
and physical action is the result. 


Mr. Goofy picks up the catch phrase, 
repeats it several times and finally 
comes to believe it. Little does he 
realize that ideas, planted by a more 
powerful intellect, are simply being 
mulled over in his mind. To him, a 
lie has become truth. He croaks what 
he is told, like a frog! 


Governments are being ruled by 
propaganda. Millions of people are 
living their daily lives under the hyp- 
notic spell of propaganda. Truth is be- 
ing crucified by propaganda. 


Behind the scenes, there is one call- 
ed the Dragon, who prompts the 
thoughts and inspires the lies, of our 
modern age. The Dragon in the book 
of Revelation is Satan. 


It is decidedly probable that present- 
day leadership by propaganda was an- 
ticipated in Revelation 16:13, “And I 
saw three unclean spirits like frogs 
come out of the mouth of the dragon 
and out of the mouth of the beast, an 
out of the mouth of the false prophet”. 


Verses 18, 14, 15 and 16 of this 
chapter, refer specifically to the final 
battle of Armageddon. The unclean 
frogs are credited with responsibility 
for this great struggle. Croaking prop- 
aganda is taking the nations, with 
lightning speed, toward an inferno 
which will cause the terrors of the 
World War to fade into insignificance. 


Propaganda, in the last analysis, is 
responsible for the international ten- 
sion which now exists. And, as if con- 
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firming the prophecy regarding the 
three frogs, there are three major sys- 
tems of political propaganda operating 
in the world today. 


The Antichrist Empire 


The book of Revelation comes at the 
close of the Bible. It is natural that 
its message should deal with the clos- 
ing events of human history. 


In its 22 chapters we find a complete 
statement of age-end trends, culminat- 
ing with a period of suffering called 
the Great Tribulation. The last years 
of the dispensation will find the human 
family struggling under the reign of 
a vicious personage, known to prophet- 
ical students as the Antichrist. 


Recent developments, on the inter- 
national scale, fit the prophetic pic- 
ture with amazing accuracy. Prophe- 
cies, which a few years ago were dif- 
ficult to understand, are now clear and 
easy to grasp. 


The Apocalypse not only gives exact 
details regarding the person and 
achievements of the Man of Sin; it 
tells of his ultimate overthrow by the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Because of the im- 
portance of its message, the Revela- 
tion is the only book of the Bible that 
promises a special blessing to those 
who read. “Blessed is he that read- 
eth, and they that hear the words of 
this prophecy.” 


There is an intimate connection be- 
tween Daniel 7, Revelation 13 and the 
Armageddon prophesied in chapter 16. 


Volumes have been written on the 
18th chapter of Revelation but its mes- 


‘gage becomes clear, only when asso- 


ciated with the 7th of Daniel. Two 
“beasts” are described by John in. the 
chapter, the first of which is Anti- 
christ. Note the description: “And I 
stood upon the sand of the sea, and 
saw a beast rise up out of the sea 
having seven heads and ten horns, an 

upon his horns ten crowns, and upon 
his heads the name of blasphemy. ad 
the beast which I saw was like unto 
a LEOPARD, and his feet were as the 
feet of a BEAR, and his mouth as the 
mouth of a LION: and the dragon gave 
him his power, and his seat, and great 
authority.” 


We have before us four beasts — a

Now, turning to 
Daniel, chapter 7, verse 3, “And four 

t beasts came up from the sea, 
iverse one from another”. 


The LION of Daniel 7:4 represents 
the ancient Babylonian Empire and cor- 
responds to the head of gold on the 
metal image of chapter 2. 


The BEAR of Daniel 7:5 represents 
the Medo-Persian Empire and corres- 
ponds to the breast of silver, on the 
metal image. 

The LEOPARD of Daniel 7:6 repre- 
sents the Grecian Empire under Alex- 
ander and corresponds to the thighs of 
brass on the metal image.

Reverend Arthur W. Pink says: “The 
Roman Empire in its final form will 
include within its borders the terri- 
tory controlled by the earlier Empires 
and will also perpetuate the dominant 
characteristics of the ancient Babylon- 
ians, Medo-Persians and Grecians.”

Man of Sin Living Today 


But Revelation 13 not only alludes 
to the beast kingdom of the age-end; 
it also refers to the personality of the 
Antichrist. The sum total of prophetic 
fulfillment, as related to human gov- 
ernment, anticipates a period when all 
law and order — civil, political, reli- 
gious and moral — will be overthrown. 
Out of this spasm of world-wide car- 
nage, Antichrist will step forward as 
the crowning masterpiece of Satan. 


The world has never seen such a 
man! He will be a demigod, the most 
inhuman and powerful Superman of the 
ages. THAT MAN IS UNDOUBT- 
EDLY IN THE FLESH AT THE 
PRESENT HOUR. 


“Who is like unto the beast?” asks 
John. “Who is able to make war with 
him?” 

Bible students, down through the 
centuries, have written about the com- 
ing Man of Sin and their descriptions 
fit the days in which we are. living. 
They have pointed forward to the 
Great Tribulation and final destruction 
of the Antichrist. ; 


“Let no man deceive you by any 
means: for that day shall not come, 
except there come a falling away first, 
and that man of sin be revealed, the 
son of perdition; Who opposeth and 
exalteth himself above all that is call- 
ed God, or that is worshipped; so that 
he as God sitteth in the temple of God, 
shewing himself that he is God... . 
And then shall that Wicked be revealed, 
whom the Lord shall consume with the 
spirit of his mouth, and shall destroy 
with the brightness of his coming: 
Even him, whose coming is after the 


working of Satan with all power and 
signs and lying wonders.” 


The coming of the World War, the 
rebirth of Jewish nationalism, the rise 
of international Communistic propa- 
ganda, the tragedy of Russia, the build- 
ing of a League of Nations, the reviv- 


al of the old Roman Empire under Mus- . 


solini, the appearance of Nazism, the 
massacre of Ethiopia, the taking of 
Austria, the dismemberment of Czecho- 
slovakia — these and many other ca- 
tastrophic changes are all pointing to- 


ward a reign of Satanism, the like of 
which the human family has never 
known. 


Reverend Michael Baxter, England’s 
noted writer on prophetic themes, saw 
the present international crisis com- 
ing, and while he erred on certain de- 
tails of interpretation, yet his general 
outline of events has proved to be cor- 
rect. Exactly 72 years ago, he wrote: 


“Germany, as well as Russia and 
Poland, and Norway and Sweden, will

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before long be the scenes of tremendous 
revolutionary explosions of hitherto 
pent-up forces, which will shiver into 
atoms their present absolutist mon- 
archial governments: and they will 
be formed into Republics and adopt 
Universal Suffrage: for the spirit from 
the mouth of the Wild-beast or Ro- 
man Empire is to ‘go forth to the na- 
tions of the earth and of the whole 
world’ (Revelation 16:18).” 


More Christian Persecution 


Baxter was a Britisher and was 
therefore anxious about the position 
of his own Country in the scheme of 
prophetic fulfillment. In the follow- 
ing quotation from his writings he pre- 
dicted the rise of dictators in the ter- 
ritory ruled by old Rome and the align- 
ment with them which Chamberlain is 
negotiating at this very hour. He also 
saw waves of savage persecution ahead 
for the Christians of Europe as well 
as Russia. He said: 


“But the worst element of the tribu- 
lation will be religious persecution, for 
we are told that the wild beast, de- 
noting the Roman Empire controlled 
by the great Antichrist, is to make 
war with the saints, and to overcome 
them, for forty-two months, or three 
and a half years! All standard literal 
interpreters of the prophecies agree 
that this three and a half years’ per- 
secution of Christians is yet to come, 
and is to prevail throughout all the 
Roman Empire, which in its fullest ex- 
tent included England. And various 
year-day interpreters also consider 
that the slaughter of Christian wit- 
nesses for three and a half years is 
foreshown in the eleventh of Revela- 
tion to take place ere long. The case 
=e be stated in a syllogistic form 

us: — 


“An exterminating persecution of 
true Christians is .to take place 
throughout all Caesar’s Roman Empire, 
during the final three and a half years. 


“But Britain is undoubtedly part of 
Caesar’s entire Roman Empire. 


“Therefore an exterminating perse- 
cution is to take place throughout Bri- 
tain during the final three and a half 
years. 


_ “This conclusion may appear start- 
ling to superficial thinkers, who have 
no adequate idea of the united strength 
or the continental powers, as compared 
with that of England alone. But it is 
clear from prophecy that Britain, al- 
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though anxious to stand aloof from en- 
tangling alliances with Continental 
powers, will be compelled by the force 
of circumstances to ally herself with 
some of them, and will thus be gradual- 
ly drawn into the predicted confeder- 
acy of the ten Roman nations.” 


In the third century, the Bishop of 


Hippolytus prepared a treatise “On the 
End of the World”, which described 
certain prophetic trends with remark- 
able accuracy. He wrote of changes 
which would affect both nature and 
human nature: 


“These things have we told you be- 
fore, that you may know the trouble 
and affliction that shall come in the 
last days, and the envy, hatred, and 
strife, that shall be at that time rife 
among mankind... . 


“Churches shall be as common hous- 
es, and in many places shall be de- 
stroyed; the Scriptures shall be despis- 
ed, and profane songs shall be sung 
everywhere. The rich shall be unmer- 











ciful to the poor; great men shall cast 
off all compassion; magistrates shall 
be unjust, and for bribes shall pervert 
the truth. The elements also shall be 
confounded, and become irregular in 
their motions.” 


Returning once more to Baxter, we 
find this comment on the three frogs: 


“There will be a renewed and more 
intense going forth of the three un- 
clean, frog-like spirits of Infidelity, 
Revolution, and Superstition, from the 
Dragon, Beast, and False Prophet, to 
gather the nations to the last crisis of 
the Armageddon conflict. ... 


“These lying spirits speaking through 
the medium of the false prophets, and 
enabling them to work prodigious mir- 
acles, will entice Antichrist and his 
hosts up to Armageddon, (just as the 
Crusaders were fanatically allured to 
their destruction at Jerusalem, and just 
as Ahab was incited to go up and fall at 
Ramoth-gilead according to 2 Chronicles 
8:18-22.)”

time for the evening service at Rio 
Piedras Tabernacle, where my subject 
has been announced previously. 


When the meeting is over, the radio 
staff practices music for the next morn- 
ing program, until we know all is ready. 


Then we say, “so long” to each other, 
until we meet again early in the morn- 
ing for another broadcast of the De- 
fenders radio program. 

When back home, we grade the pa 
ers of Institute students, answer 
superintend Tabernacle activities, meet 
the unexpected, and get ready spiritual- 
ly, physically and mentally for the eve- 
ning meeting somewhere, a rural chap- 
el, a Fey square, a temple, a new 
Defenders Gospelcenter, and where not? 


In this way the Lord is “restoring to 
us the years that the locust hath eaten” 
and we are “redeeming the time” and 
representing, before the Throne and 
the masses, the noble American Chris- 
tians who are evangelizing in the West 
Indies, by proxy, through our Ministry 
of “faith and love”.

D®*. RILEY, in speaking about the 
“blessed hope” of Jesus’ second 
coming, says: “It is so fundamental in 
Scripture study; so essential to spirit- 
ual living and so stimulating to Chris- 
tian service, that it well-nigh represents 
the sufficient, if not the solitary, anti- 
dote of the present day apostasy”. 


He continues: “We add the fourth edi- 
tion of this volume to the splendid libra- 
ry of literature upon the same general 
subject already in circulation, confi- 
dently expecting that the Kingdom and 
Coming of our Lord will be made to 
appear both important and precious to 
as many as shall choose to read and 
study the same.”

THE EVIDENCE OF THE UN- 
SEEN. By James R. Graham, Jr. Pub- 
lished by Zondervan Publishing House.

The Author, a missionary and Bible 
teacher, was approached by the editor 
of one of China’s foremost religious 
periodicals with three questions: (1) 
Is the Bible true and to be trusted in 
every detail? (2) Is God visible and a 
worthy object of worship? (3) Can 
one be a Christian who does not believe 
in the Virgin Birth of Christ? 

Mr. Graham was asked to write on 
these subjects because so many edu- 
cated young people of China were found 
to be making inquiries along these lines. 


_ “We are persuaded that these ques- 
tions are not confined to the young 
people of China, but that in this skep- 
tical age in which the truth of the Bi- 
ble and its reliability is questioned and 
denied on all sides, the youth of every 
land are asking just such questions 
and are needing positive answers. This 
is our reason for sending it forth in 
printed form in America”, says the 
Author. 


Mr. Graham feels that all three of 









the qtestions are embodied in the first 
one and therefore deals more exten- 
sively with it. 


“There have been numerous and sun- 
dry allegations of error in the Scrip- 
tures”, he says, “But the divine Author 
has seen to it that in every case those 
who have presumed to indict the ac- 
curacy of the sacred writings are 
brought to shame. Every turn of the 
archaeologist’s spade has substantiated 
the correctness of the inspired histor- 
ians. 


In comparing the Bible with ancient 
pagan writings and the Koran, the fol- 


lowing challenge is given: “You may 
search through the writings of these 
fifty-inspired authors of sixty-six books 
... and see if the omniscient Spirit of 
God, the creator of the Universe and all 
it contains . .. did not remarkably re- 
strain the writers from a single one 
of the errors with which all other an- 
cient books are replete.” 


The questions set forth are handled 
in an excellent manner and should find 
a large reading among college students 
because of the problems with which 
they are faced.

The Sin of Covetousness 


Ex. 20:17; Luke 12:18-21; 
I Tim. 6:6-10 





OLDEN Text: “Thou shalt not cov- 
et.” Ex. 20:17. 


All the former commandments have 
forbidden overt acts. This final word 
utters its solemn warning against sin 
in the inner and hidden life. We have 
for consideration a commandment 
which may be broken without the 
knowledge of any other human being. 


The whole force of the commandment 
lies in these words: “Thy neighbor’s 
... thy neighbor’s ... his... his... 
his... his... thy neighbor’s.” This 
is a sevenfold guarding of the inter- 
ests of others. It is not wrong to de- 
sire a wife, nor a man servant, nor a 
maid servant, nor an ox, nor an ass, 
nor anything that is in itself right. 
It is wrong to desire any of these, when 
through circumstances, they are beyond 
the honest reach of the person. 


Thus, the Christian life is both verti- 
cal and horizontal. Vertical, in the 
sense that the soul contacts God. Hori- 
zontal, in the matter of human rela- 
tionships with our fellowmen. 


Covetousness disturbs all the high- 
est possibilities of life. These attain- 
ments, for which every soul should 
seek, are suggested in the Apostle’s ar- 
rangement of the fruits of the Spirit: 
“Love, joy, peace, long-suffering, kind- 
ness, goodness, faithfulness, meekness 
and self-control”. Covetousness de- 
stroys all of these virtues. 


Instead of love, there will be sus- 
picion and hatred; instead of joy, there 
comes sorrow and heartaches; instead 
of peace, covetousness brings feverisb 
unrest; instead of long-suffering, im- 
patience; instead of kindness, cruelty; 
instead of goodness, miserliness; in- 
stead of faithfulness, infidelity; instead 
of meekness, arrogance; instead of self- 
control, self-assurance. 


“Take heed and keep yourselves from 
all covetousness, for man’s life con- 
sisteth not in the abundance of the 
things which he possesseth.” 


Our Lord enforced this statement by 
the parable of the rich fool, who not- 
withstanding all his getting, found no 
present rest. By acumen and concen- 
tration, he attempted to feed his soul 
with “goods”, imagining that the spirit- 
life could be satisfied with eating, 
drinking and merriment. So also Paul 


, “the covetous man” with the 
“fornicator”, the “unclean person”, the 
“idolater”, and declares that he has 


no “inheritance in the kingdom of 
Christ and God”. (Eph. 5:4-5). 


Surely this last commandment must 
bring us all into a place of humility 
and conviction of sin and to a sense of 
human helplessness. Paul, who after 
thirty years of Christian experience, 
reviewed his old life as a Hebrew of the 
Hebrews, said: “As touching the law, a 
Pharisee; as touching the righteousness 
which is in the law, found blameless.” 
Yet when he faced this last word, 
“Thou shalt not covet”, he became con- 
scious that sin wrought in him “all 
manner of coveting”’, and he found that 
the commandment which was unto life, 
was in him unto death. 


Covetousness is, in the last analysis, 
an exaggerated estimate of worldly 
goods so that they detract from faith 
in, and obedience to, God.

Christ’s New Commandment 


Matt. 5:48-48; 22:84-40; John 
18 334-85; 15:12-14 





OLDEN Text: “A new command- 
ment I give unto you, that ye love 
one another; even as I have loved you, 


that ye also love one another.” John 


13 :34. 


Every breach of the decalogue is a 
violation of divine love. It follows, 
therefore, if love controls one’s life, 
there will be no such breach. 


If men love God in the breadth and 

auty suggested by the words “with 
all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy mind”, they cannot 
possibly find room for a false god. If 
men love God supremely, they will not 
allow anything to stand between them 
and the Heavenly Father; thus the 
graven image is broken to pieces and 
swept away by the force of a stronger 
affection. 


Out of love will spring a hallowing 
of the Name of God and this will dry 
the springs of blasphemy, and at the 
same time make the double dealing of 
the hypocrite an impossibility. The 
Sabbath will be eagerly welcomed, and 
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all its privileges earnestly and gladly 
appropriated when the holy day be- 
comes a season in which love finds true 
Migs through an attitude of wor- 
ship. 


Jesus knew that His days on earth, 
with His disciples, were drawing to a 
close. He left them a law of life. That 
law was the law of love. Moses had 
said to love our neighbor as ourself. 
Jesus went further and said for us to 
love one another as He loved us. This 
was our Lord’s final and all-inclusive 
commandment, the one unfailing proof 
whereby all men shall know that we are 
His disciples. 


Perhaps you have heard some well- 
meaning Christian say: “I am going to 
try to love God better”. Love doesn’t 
try to love! Imagine a devoted hus- 
band telling a true wife that he is go- 
ing to try to love her better. Love does- 
n’t try to love. Love just loves. Love 
loves! A colored preacher once said: 
“Just turn your heart loose in the right 
os and you can’t keep from lovin’ 
God. 


“God is love”. Calvary is rooted in 
love. “God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” 


Sinai was put aside at Calvary. The 
law is written upon the tables of the 
heart, at Calvary, instead of tablets 
of stone.. It is only when His love in- 
dwells the human spirit and constrains 
the heart, that the law of Sinai is ful- 
filled. Let Christ reign in the life of 
man, and thoughts will be born, words 
will be spoken, deeds will be done, in 
love. Then, in thought and word and 
deed, the law will be fulfilled. 


It will be profitable to search and 
try the heart by the new commandment, 
rather than by the old. Let the deeds 
of every day life be traced to their mo- 
tive, and every word traced to inspira- 
tion, and every thought probed to con- 
ception — and if the result of this pro- 
cess be that love is discovered, you may 
rest content as to character and con- 
duct. Such searching must cause all 
of us deep humiliation, and drive the 
humbled soul into a state of dependence 
upon Him Who was, and is, Eternal 
Love.

God’s Great Love 
Matt. 2:1-12 





OLDEN Text: “God so loved the 

world, that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.” John $:16. 


It is a happy circumstance that 
Christmas this year falls on Sunday. To 
the natural joy of the season is add- 
ed this year, the sanctity and spirit 
of worship, which characterizes the 
Lord’s Day. Christmas has become too 
much a secular occasion! It commem- 
orates the birth of our Saviour, and we 
should never forget that its spiritual 
significance is paramount. 


We may well ask ourselves today the 
— the wise men asked, Where 
is He 


If He never arose from the dead, but 
died as other men, and went down into 
the grave from which He was not to 
emerge until some future resurrection 
day, then there is little use of our ask- 
ing the question, Where is He? 


But the fact that He rose from the 
dead and appeared in the glory of His 
resurrection, makes it possible for us 
to answer with confidence today where 

e is. We can seek Him, knowing 
that as our Advocate, He is seated at 
the right hand of God, forever making 
intercession for us. 


Three acts are recorded in this les- 
son — falling down, worshipping and 
offering — the first, an act of physical 
worship; the second, an expression of 
the soul; the third, a gift of material 


CHRIST COMES 


Advent shadows gather deep, 
Wars and desolations, 

Troubled wakings, troubled sleep, 
Rushing of the nations. 

Advent glory, grand and clear 
Herald flashes flingeth; 

And the Lord who draweth near 
Full salvation bringeth. 
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goods. With these three, our bodies, 
our souls, our goods, we are to worship 
Him. Without them, all worship is 
but a lame and maimed sacrifice — 
neither fit for wise men to give, nor 
Christ to receive. 


They presented unto Him gifts, ac- 
cording to an Oriental custom when 
paying visits to royalty: Setting forth 
greater truths than they knew, they 
offered to the Son of Man and Son of 
God, myrrh, the gift of death; the gold, 
gift for royalty; and frankincense, a 
token that breathes prayer and wor- 
ship. (1) Myrrh to a mortal, (2) gold 
to a king, and (3) frankincense to 


Myrrh — the Gift of Death. Myrrh 
is the most significant of the gifts that 
were brought to the Lord Jesus. The 
Greek word for myrrh is smyrna. This 
is the origin of the name of the great 
city of Smyrna. Myrrh was an article 
of commerce. At His first coming 
Christ came to suffer and to die as the 
prophets had foretold. The Magi, Wise 
Men, were students of the stars and 
lovers of . - » by revelation they 
knew that Christ was born to die. 


In Isaiah 60:1-6 we have a prophecy 
of the future glory of Jerusalem at the 
time of the return of the Lord. “Arise, 
shine; for Thy light is come, and the 
glory of the Lord is risen upon Thee 
. .. they shall bring gold and frankin- 
cense; and they shall show forth the 
praises of the Lord.” 


Do you catch the significance of this 
prophecy? When Christ comes again, 
God’s Word tells us, that there shall 
be gifts brought to Him. What gifts? 
Gold and frankincense. When He came 
the first time, the Wise Men brought to 
His feet, gold, frankincense and myrrh. 
We might well wonder at this addition. 
Why did they bring Him myrrh? They 
brought myrrh because He had come 
into the earth to die, and myrrh was 
the sign of death. But when He comes 
again, though they bring Him gold and 
frankincense, there will be no myrrh. 
That, thank God, was finished forever 
at Calvary.

We know that 
that tiny forehead was in the manger, 
that it might later bear the crown of 
thorns on the cross. “A body hast Thou 
prepared Me” (Heb. 10:5), because that 
body was to be wrapped in myrrh.

This was the peace He brought to the 
earth, namely reconciliation with G 
This was His gift to you. Will you 
take Him as your own, just now, in the 
quietness of this Christmas hour?
